to  the  Senate  on  the  7th  of  December,  1819,  has  the  honor  of  trans- 
mitting, herewith,  to  the  President,  a  Digest,  prepared  in  fulfilment 
of  the  intention  of  the  said  resolution.

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COMMERCIAL  REGULATIONS 


United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland. 


A  HE  Commercial  Digest  prepared  in  compliance  with  a  resolution 
of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  dated  the  3d  of  March,  1817,  and 
communicated  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  December  7th, 
1819,  details  the  substance  of  the  British  system  of  commerce  from 
the  reign  of  Charles  II.  to  the  year  1816.  This  it  is  unnecessary  to 
repeat.  It  was  found,  however,  impracticable  to  comply  with  the  re- 
solution of  the  House,  of  Representatives,  requiring  '<  a  digest  show- 
ing the  changes  of  the  commercial  regulations"  of  Great  Britain, 
without  repeating,  in  some  instances,  what  is  already  contained  in  the 
former  digest,  without  which  the  present  one  would  have  wanted  per- 
spicuity and  connexion.  For  the  same  reason,  and  because  the  in- 
formation possessed  heretofore  was  very  partial  and  incomplete,  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  go  back  to  periods  which  the  resolution  of 
the  House  does  not  at  first  appear  to  have  contemplated;  because  many 
existing  laws  and  regulations  of  the  British  government  had  not  "come 
to  the  knowledge  of  the  Executive"  when  the  former  digest  was  made* 

Some  of  the  following  tables  and  regulations,  therefore,  though  old 
as  to  their  legal  operation  in  Britain,  are  inserted  here,  because  they 
have  never  heretofore  been  collected  and  published  in  this  country, 
and  yet  have  important  bearings  on  our  commerce  with  that  nation. 

The  commercial  system  of  Great  Britain  has,  within  a  few  years, 
undergone  so  many  changes,  especially  in  the  consolidation  of  duties 
and  drawbacks,  and  alterations  of  colonial  policy,  as  to  render  a 
voluminous  report  of  its  existing  state  necessary,  instead  of  merely 
adverting  to  particular  instances  of  change. 

The  tables  A,  B,  and  C,  at  the  commencement,  are  taken  from  tKe 
Act  of  1819,  59  Geo.  III.  c.  52,  including  the  corrections  of  duties 
and  drawbacks  on  certain  descriptions  of  timber,  enacted  1821,  1  and 
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£  Geo.  IV  c.  37.  But  in  the  year  1823  another  act  was  passed  "  to 
repeal  certain  duties  of  customs  in  Great  Britain,  and  to  grant  other 
duties  in  lieu  thereof ;  to  grant  certain  bounties  on  salted  provisions 
and  silk  manufactures  exported;  and  to  make  more  effectual  regula- 
tions for  collecting  the  duties  of  customs."  4  Geo.  IV  c.  69.  Inas- 
much as  the  duties  and  drawbacks  of  the  former  acts  continue  in  force, 
with  respect  to  goods  imported  and  warehoused  before  October  10th, 
1823,  and  several  new  articles  of  importation  are  admitted,  the  duties 
on  others  lowered,  and  their  former  drawbacks  discontinued,  it  was 
thought  expedient  to  let  these  tables  remain  as  they  were.  But  in 
table  D  the  bounties  and  drawbacks  on  certain  British  goods  export- 
ed, as  fixed  by  the  act  of  1823,  are  incorporated.  The  other  tables,  an- 
nexed to  the  latest  act,  are  added  in  a  Supplement:  containing  also 
a  brief  digest  of  the  new  law.  Those  articles  in  the  first  set  of  tables, 
which  are  in  any  way  affected  by  the  new  regulations,  are  mark- 
ed with  S,  to  refer  the  reader  to  the  Supplement,  where  the  altera- 
tions are  explained. 

The  following  arrangement,  in  which  the  earlier  tables  are  mark- 
ed alphabetically,  shows  the  substance  of  this  digest  of  the  British 
laws,  and  may  serve  as  an  index  to  its  parts:

These  duties  were  imposed  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  charges 
of  certain  improvements  in  the  port  of  London,  for  the  greater  con- 
venience of  trade  and  shipping,  and  for  raising  a  fund  for  future  con- 
tingent expenses.  When  a  sufficient  sum  shall  have  been  raised,  the 
duties  are  to  cease.  39  Geo.  III.  ch.  16;  and  43  Geo.  III.  ch.  124. 
(local. )

Exemptions  from  the  above  Duties' 

Any  ship  or  vessel  coming  to,  or  going  coastwise  from,  the  port  of 
London  to  any  part  of  Great  Britain,  unless  such  ship  or  vessel  shall 
exceed  forty-five  tons. 

Any  vessel  bringing  corn  coastwise,  the  principal  of  whose  cargo 
shall  consist  of  corn. 

Any  fishing  smacks,  lobster,  and  oyster  boats,  or  vessels  for  pas- 
sengers. 

Any  vessel  or  vessels,  or  craft,  navigating  the  river  Thames,  above 
and  below  London  Bridge,  as  far  as  Gravesend  only:  and 

Any  ship  or  vessel  entering  inwards  or  outwards,  in  ballast.

Senate  1819,)  are  continued  by  law  until  December 
31,  1823.

The  law  granting  and  regulating  these  bounties  is  re- 
enacted  every  tour  years. 

The  bounty  of  51.  per  ton,  to  owners  or  hirers  of  vessels 
employed  in  the  Deep  Sea  British  White  Herring  Fishery, 
is  now  repealed  by  1  and  2  Geo.  4,  c.  79,  §  1. 

Bat  there  is  still  paid  for  white  herrings, caught  in  the  Bri- 
tish fisheries,  or  those  of  the  Isle  of  Man  lauded  in  Great 
Britain,  or  the  Isle  of  Man,  from  boats  or  vessels  lilted 
out  from  that  Island,  and  legally  cured  and  packed,  the 
barrel  of  32  gallons  -  -  -  -  0       4       0 

By  1  Geo.  4,  c.  103,  §  2.  there  shall  he  annually  paid  to  excise. 
the  owners  of  all  such  decked  or  half-decked  vessels,  of 
not  less  than  fifteen  tons  burthen  or  to  the  persons  hir- 
ing or  chartering  such  vessels  which  now  are.  or  here- 
after shall  be.  fitted  out,  from  any  port  in  Great  Bri- 
tain for  fishing  and  curing  fish  in  the  British  fisheries, 
in  manner  and  under  the  conditions  hereinafter  men- 
tioned: provided,  always,  that  no  bounty  shall  be  paid 
on  any  such  vessel  for  any  greater  number  of  tor..-;  than 
sixty,  the  ton    -  -  -  -  -  -2     10       0 

By  §3  of  the  forementioned  act,  no  more  of  the  aforesaid  bounty, 
than  20*.  the  ton  shall  be  paid  on  account  of  any  such  vessel,  unless 
it  shall  appear,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  British 
herring  fishery,  that  the  fish  was  actually  taken  or  bought  by  the  said 
vessel  on  the  voyage  for  which  such  vessel  claims  such  bounty,  and 
that  such  fish  was  landed,  well  cured,  in  sound  merchantable  order,  in 
some  port  in  Great  Britain,  in  which  case,  out  of  the  remaining  30s. 
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of  such  bounty,  the  owner  or  master  shall  receive  for  every  hundred 
weight  of  well  cured  dried  codfish,  ling,  or  hake,  4s.  only  of  such 
bounty,  and  for  cxevy  barrel  of  codfish,  ling,  or  hake,  cured  with 
pickle,  2s.  6d.  only,  of  such  bounty  as  aforesaid.  Provided,  that  no 
greater  bounty  shall  he  paid  on  any  vessel,  than  for  sixty  tons,  let  her 
admeasurement  be  what  it  may:  nor  shall  there  be  paid  on  any  vessel 
a  greater  amount  of  bounty,  in  the  whole,  than  50s.  the  ton  on  such 
admeasurement,  including  the  before  mentioned  bounty  of  20s.  the  ton. 

Uy  §  4,  in  order  to  give  employment  and  encouragement  to  the 
industrious  poor,  residing  on  the  coast  of  Great  Britain,  and  to  per- 
sons fitting  out  vessels  for  the  fishery,  not  for  the  tonnage  bounty, 
there  shall  he  paid  and  allowed  to  all  persons  residing  in  Great  Bri- 
tain, and  who  shall  cure  and  (\ry  cod  fish,  ling,  or  hake,  taken  on  the 
coasts  of  Great  Britain,  or  the  Isle  of  Man,  and  any  other  British 
fisheries,  according  to  such  regulations  as  the  Commissioners  of  the 
British  herring  fishery  shall  make  and  appoint  for  that  purpose,  a 
bounty  of  4s.  the  cwt.  of  all  such  dried  cod  fish,  ling,  or  hake;  and 
there  shall  also  be  paid  and  allowed,  under  the  like  regulations,  to 
such  persons  residing  as  aforesaid,  and  cueing  any  cod  fish,  ling,  or 
hake,  with  pickle,  a  bounty  of  2s.  6d.  for  every  barrel  of  all  such 
pickled  cod  fish,  ling,  or  hake.  Provided,  that  no  such  bounty  shall 
be  paid  on  account  of  any  fish,  in  respect  whereof  any  part  of  the 
aforesaid  bounty  of  50s.  the  ton,  shall  have  been  paid,  or  shall  be  pay- 
able or  allowable  to  the  master  or  owner  of  any  vessel  or  vessels  fitted 
out  for  the  tonnage  bounty:  and.  provided,  also,  that  the  said  several 
bounties  of  4s.  the  cwt  and  2s.  6d.  the  barrel,  on  such  dried  or  pickled 
cod  fish,  ling,  or  hake,  respectively,  shall  not  be  paid  or  payable, 
unless  the  inspector  or  officer  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose,  shall 
have  previously  inspected  all  such  cod  fish.  ling,  or  hake,  respectively, 
and  shall  have  marked  all  such  dried  fish,  and  branded  the  casks 
containing  such  pickled  fish,  respectively:  and  shall  certify,  in  writ- 
ing, to  the  Commissioners  of  the  British  herring  fishery,  that  such 
cod  fish,  ling,  or  hake,  respectively,  are  properly  cured  and  dried,  or 
pickled  and  packed,  or  made  up,  either  for  the  home  or  foreign  market. 

By  §  5.  For  an  encouragement  to  all  his  Majesty's  subjects  of  the 
United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  who  shall  engage  in 
the  British  fisheries,  there  shall  he  paid  a  bounty  of  5/.  the  ton.  for 
every  ton  of  oil  extracted  from  whales:  and  31.  the  ton  for  every  ton 
of  oil  extracted  from  other  fish  taken  on  the  coasts  o!'  Great  Britain, 
and  the  Isle  of  Man,  and  manufactured  therein:  and  also,  a  bounty 
of  41.  the  cwt-  of  all  fins  of  whales,  commonly  called  whalebone,  taken 
on  the  coasts  of  Great  Britain  and  the  Isle  of  Man,  and  manufactured 
therein. 

By  §  6.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners  of  the  British  her- 
ring fishery,  from  time  to  time,  to  make  such  regulations  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  several  bounties  granted  by -this  act,  in  respect  of  such 
vessels,  and  of  such  cod  fish,  ling,  or  hake,  so  cured  and  dried,  or 
cured  with  pickle,  respectively,  and  with  respect  to  the  shipping  of 
salt  for  the  said  fisheries,  and  -with  respect  to  the  exportation  of  any 
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such  fish  cured  or  dried,  or  cured  with  pickle,  as  to  the  said  com- 
missioners shall,  from  time  to  time,  seem  fitting  and  expedient;  and 
that  all  such  regulations  shall  he  as  valid  and  effectual  as  il*  the  same 
were  set  forth  in  this  act,  and  shall  be  obeyed  and  carried  into  execu- 
tion by  the  officers  of  the  British  herring  fishery,  and  all  other  per- 
sons concerned:  and  that  no  bounty  granted  by  this  act  shall  he  al- 
lowed and  paid  to  any  person,  unless  all  such  regulations  shall  be 
duly  complied  with  by  the  person  claiming  such  bounty:  and  that  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners,  in  all  cases  where  they  shall 
be  satisfied  that  such  regulations  have  been  duly  complied  with,  to 
grant  certificates,  under  the  hands  of  the  said  commissioners,  of  the 
amount  of  bounty  payable,  either  in  respect  of  the  tonnage  of  any 
vessel,  or  of  the  quantity  of  any  fish  cured  or  dried,  or  cured  in  pickle; 
and  thereupon  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  commissioners  of  excise  in 
England  and  Scotland,  respectively,  to  direct  such  bounties  to  be 
paid  to  the  persona  respectively  entitled  thereto. 

By  §  7.  This  act  shall  he  in  force  four  years  from  24th  July,  1820, 
and  from  thence  until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  Parliament.

Ji  Table  of  the  Duties  of  Scavage,  on  goods  brought  from  parts  beyond 
the  seas,  within  the  liberties  of  the  city  of  London  and  suburbs  there- 
of, payable  to  the  Mayor,  commonalty,  and  citizens  of  Lonilon,  by  any 
denizen  whose  father  is  alien  born,  and  any  alien  bom  under  foreign 
allegiance. 


The  Mayor  of  the  city  of  London,  for  the  time  heing,  and  his  suf- 
ficient deputies,  servants,  or  officers,  have  authority  to  administer  oath 
to  persons  suspected  of  concealments  or  frauds  to  evade  payment  of 
these  duties;  and  may,  by  all  lawful  ways  and  means,  compel  such 
persons  to  take  the  oath. 

Aliens  and  denizens  are  to  make  and  deliver  to  the  collector  of  this 
duty,  true  and  perfect  bills  of  entry  of  all  their  goods  imported.

Having  obtained  a  more  perfect  knowledge  of  this  very  important  part 
of  the  Commercial  Regulations  of  Great  Britain,  than  was  possessed 
when  the  article  on  this  subject  was  inserted  in  the  former  Digest, 
the  substance  of  that  article  (p.  145,  et  seq.  Commercial  Regulations,) 
is  embodied  in  the  following  details:

packages,  and  the  kinds  of  articles  contained  in  them,  as 
well  as  by  what  vessel  and  person,  and  when  they  were 
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imported.  The  goods  arc  then  re-weighed  and  re-exa- 
mined, compared  with  the  original  landing  account,  and, 
the  duties  on  all  deficiencies,  thus  ascertained,  being  paid 
down,  are  delivered  to  the  proprietor  for  removal,  ad- 
dressed to  the  officers  of  the  warehouse  in  which  they  are 
to  be  deposited. 

At  the  same  time,  an  account,  embracing  all  the  above- 
mentioned  details,  is  transmitted  by  the  proper  officer  of 
customs  of  the  place,  to  the  collector  or  comptroller  of 
customs  at  the  intended  port,  with  whom,  as  well  as  with 
the  proper  officers  of  excise,  if  that  revenue  is  concerned, 
they  are  to  be  entered  on  arrival. 

A  re-examination  here  takes  place,  and  duties  on  defi- 
ciencies, ascertained  by  a  comparison  with  the  preceding 
account,  are  to  be  paid  down,  and,  in  case  the  goods  are 
subject  to  excise  duties,  a  certificate  is  taken  for  the  pur- 
pose of  discharging  the  bond  for  due  delivery  of  the  goods 
so  removed. 

Goods  may  be  taken  out  of  the  warehouse  for  home  Goods  taken 
consumption,  on  payment  of  the  duties,  and  they  are  deli-  out  °£  the 
vercd   according  to  the  landing  weight,    without  any  home  coif-  0r 
abatement  for  natural  diminution  or  deficiency:  but,  if  sumption.

The  board  of  customs  have  ordered,  (May  8,  1819, 
June  24,  1819.  and  February  10,  1820,)  that  in  cases 
where  packages  have  not  been  opened  since  the  first  ex- 
amination on  being  landed,  and  where,  also,  no  suspicious 
circumstances  exist,  goods  may  be  taken  out  of  the  docks 
and  warehouses  in  London,  but  not  at  the  out-ports,  and 
be  exported  without  being  charged  with  any  deficiency 
of  weight,  tale,  or  gauge,  obviously  occasioned  by  eva- 
poration, leakage,  j-tow  age,  or  other  unavoidable  contin- 
gency or  natural  cause. 

(43  Geo.  III.  c.  132.  §  13.)  When  warehoused  goods 
are  re-exported,  bond  must  be  given  that  they  shall  be  land- 
ed at  the  places  for  which  they  are  entered  out,  and  not 
be  relanded  in  Great  Britain.  Guernsey,  Jersey,  Alder- 
nay,  Sark,  or  Man,  or  the  Island  of  Faro  or  Ferro,  and 
this  bond  is  cancelled  only  on  producing  certificates 
of  the  British  consuls,  or,  where  there  are  none,  of  cer- 
tain other  individuals,  that  the  goods  have  been  duly 
landed  in  Ireland,  or  some  other  part  of  the  world,  w  ith- 
in  the  period  designated  for  the  particular  limits  beyond 
which  the  port  of  destination  is  situate. 

Such  exportation  (except  in  the  case  of  foreign  salt  to 
Newfoundland,  see  page  204,)  cannot  be  made  in  vessels 
of  less  than  seventy  tons  burthen  in  any  case,  nor  less 
than  one  hundred  tons  if  the  goods  are  East  Indian,  and 
exported  to  any  part  of  Europe,  or  spirits  exported  to 
any  part  of  the  world. 

These  constitute  the  most  important  features  of  the 
existing  laws  regulating  the  warehousing  system  of  Great 
Britain.  A  system  to  which  may  be  justly  attributed  the 
vast  extension  of  the  British  commerce;  it  allowing  a 
period  of  from  two  to  five  years,  in  some  cases,  for  the 
payment  of  duties;  and  by  reserving  constantly  in  depot 
an  immense  stock  of  merchandise,  preventing  violent 
fluctuation  of  prices,  and  enabling  its  merchants  to  avail 
themselves  of  every  favorable  opening  for  exportation  to 
any  part  of  the  world. 

Note.  Since  the  above  article  was  written,  the  law 
has  been  materially  altered,  which  will  be  found  in  the 
supplement. 
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LIGHTS  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN  AND  IRELAND. 

Nothing  very  material  can  be  added  under  this  head,  to  what  is 
published  in  the  Digest  of  1819.  It  has  been  found,  that  the  modes 
of  charging  for  the  several  lights  are  not  uniform  in  any  respect  but 
one,  viz.  in  requiring  foreign  ships  to  pay  twice  as  much  as  those  of 
Great  Britain,  for  the  actual  passage,  and  for  the  anticipated  return, 
as  well  as  for  all  former  voyages  in  which  she  may  have  passed  by 
the  lights,  although  the  ship  may  be,  and  may  have  been  engaged,  in 
every  instance,  in  trading  between  ports  not  in  Great  Britain. 

GEXERAL  REGULATION. 

No  vessel  can  be  entered  outwards  by  any  officer  of  the  customs 
in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  until  the  master  produces  a  light  bill  to 
such  officer,  certifying  the  light  dues  are  paid.  The  collecting  agents 
of  the  Trinity  house  have  authority  to  distrain  for  the  duties  apper- 
taining to  that  corporation;  and  as  they  are  also  collectors  for  other 
parties  interested  in  light  houses,  this  means  of  enforcing  payment 
may  be  considered  practically  general.  It  is  usual  for  these  agents 
to  hoard  all  vessels  passing,  and  especially  those  coming  from  sea* 
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Goods  wholly  prohibited  to  be  imported,  or  prohibited  to  be  worn  or  used 
in  Great  Britain,  liable  to  forfeiture  if  found  on  board  vessels  hover- 
ing within  the  limits  of  the  ports,  or  within  certain  distances  of  the 
coast. 


Brocade,  foreign,  of  gold  op  silver,  may  not  be  imported  into  Great 
Britain,  on  forfeiture  of  the  same,  and  one  hundred  pounds  for 
each  piece  or  parcel. 
Calicoes,  painted,  dyed,  printed  or  stained,  in  Persia,  China,  or  th& 
East  Indies,  may  not  be  imported,  except  into  the  port  of  Lon- 
don, to  be  there  warehoused  for  exportation  only,  on  forfeiture 
of  the  same  and  of  five  hundred  pounds, 
may  be  imported  into  Great  Britain  from  any  part  of  Europe 
not  in  his  majesty's  dominions,  by  licence,  for  exportation  to 
Africa, 
printed,  painted,  stained,  or  dyed,  in  foreign  parts,  and  stuff  made 
of  cotton,  or  mixed  therewith,  printed  or  painted  with  any  col- 
our or  colours  in  foreign  parts;  and 
calico  chequered  or  striped,  stitched,  or  flowered,  in  foreign  parts, 
with  any  colour  or  colours,  or  with  coloured  flowers  made  there, 
may  not  be  used  or  worn  in  Great  Britain,  in  any  garment  or 
apparel,  on  forfeiture  of  five  pounds,  or  in  or  about  any  house- 
hold stuff  or  furniture,  on  forfeiture  of  twenty  pounds. 
Except  muslins,  neckcloths,  and  fustians,  and  calicoes  dyed  all 
blue. 

Chocolate,    ready  made,  may  not  be  imported  into  Great

other  inferior  metal,  may  not  be  imported,  on  forfeiture  of  the 
'  same,  and  of  one  hundred  pounds  for  each  parcel. 
Girdles,  foreign  made,  wrought  of  silk  alone,  or  of  silk  mixed  with 
any  other  materials,  may  not  be  imported,  on  forfeiture  of  the 
same,  and  of  two  hundred  pounds. 
Gloves,  silk  mitts  or  silk  gloves,  foreign  made,  may  not  be  imported, 
on  forfeiture  of  the  same,  and  two  hundred  pounds, 
leather  gloves  or  mitts,  foreign  made,  and  foreign  leather,  cut  in- 
to the  form  of  gloves  or  mitts,  and  not  fit  for  any  other  pur- 
pose, may  not  be  imported,  on  forfeiture  of  the  same,  and  two 
hundred  pounds. 
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Lace,  gold  or  silver  lace,  and  lace  made  of  copper,  brass,  or  any  oth- 
er inferior  metal,  may  not  be  imported,  on  forfeiture  of  the 
same,  and  two  hundred  pounds  for  each  parcel, 
thread  lace  may  not  be  imported  except  into  the  port  of  London 
only:  nor  imported  into  that  port  in  a  packet  or  parcel  con- 
taining less  than  twelve  yards,  nor  if  any  piece  thereof  shall 
be  joined  or  pieced,  on  forfeiture  of  the  same. 
Except  lace  of  the  value  of  two  pounds  per  yard,  or  upward;  and 
lace  brought  hy  any  person  for  his  or  her  own  private  use  only. 

Laces,  foreign  made,  wrought  of  silk  alone,  or  of  silk  mixed  with  any 
other  materials,  may  not  he  imported,  on  forfeiture  of  the  same, 
and  two  hundred  pounds. 

Needle- work,  foreign  made,  of  thread,  silk,  or  any  or  either  of  them, 
may  not  be  imported,  on  forfeiture  of  the  same,  and  one  hun- 
dred pounds. 

Ribands,  foreign  made,  wrought  of  silk  alone,  or  of  silk  mixed  with 
any  other  materials,  may  not  he  imported  on  forfeiture  of  the 
same,  and  of  two  hundred  pounds. 

Silks,  wrought  silks,  mixed  with  gold  or  silver,  or  any  other  mate- 
rials, and  velvets,  may  not  he  imported,  on  forfeiture  of  the 
same,  and  of  one  hundred  pounds  for  each  piece  or  remnant,  or 
of  two  hundred  pounds. 
Except  wrought  silks  and  velvets  manufactured  in  the  East  In- 
dies, China,  or  Persia,  and  imported  into  the  port  of  London, 
for  exportation  only.  These,  if  otherwise  imported,  are  for- 
feited with  five  hundred  pounds. 

Stockings,  of  silk,  foreign  made,  may  not  be  imported,  on  forfeiture 
of  the  same,  and  two  hundred  pounds. 

Thread,  viz.  Gold  and  silver  thread,  or  work  made  thereof,  or  am 
thread  made  of  copper,  brass,  or  other  inferior  metal,  or  gold 
or  silver  wire,  or  plate,  may  not  be  imported,  on  forfeiture  of 
tlie  same,  and  of  one  hundred  pounds  for  each  parcel. 

Tobacco*,  in  any  state  or  degree  of  manufacture,  tobacco  stalks 
stripped  from  the  leaf,  whether  manufactured  or  not,  and, 
also,  tobacco  stalk  flour,  may  not  be  imported,  on  forfeiture 
of  the  same,  and  of  the  ship  or  vessel. 

Except  tobacco  of  the  produce  or  manufacture  of  the  plan- 
tations of  Spain  or  Portugal,  and  also  snuff. 

Wire,  gold  or  silver  wire,  or  plate,  may  not  be  imported,  on  forfeit- 
ure of  the  same,  and  one  hundred  pounds  for  each  parcel, 
iron  wire,  viz.  Card  w  ire,  for  making  wool  cards,  may  not  be 
imported,  on  forfeiture  of  the  same,  or  the  value.  Also,  iron 
wire,  smaller  than  the  sorts  called  fine-Jine,  and  superfine; 
also,  wares  made  of  iron  wire.

General  regulation  respecting  Wine. 

Although  the  number  may  be  made  up  of  different  sorts, 
it  is  stated,  by  order  of  the  board  of  customs,  dated  No- 
vember 16:  1819,  that  it  is  the  practice  in  London,  to 
pass  for  drawback  wine  in  bottles,  provided  the  number 
of  bottles  in  each  package  be  not  less  than  six  dozen. 

AUCTIONS. 

By  the  general  law  upon  this  subject,  ships  or  vessels  are  subject 
to  an  excise  duty  of  seven  pence  in  the  pound;  and  their  cargoes  to  a 
duty  of  one  shilling  in  the  pound. 

But,  by  numerous  subsequent  statutes,  there  are  many  exemptions 
from  this  duty;  of  which  the  following  is  a  sketch,  viz. 

All  goods  imported  as  merchandise  from  any  colony  or  settlement 
in  America  in  a  British,  or  from  the  United  States  in  a  British  or 
American  vessel;  goods  and  effects  imported  in  Portuguese  vessels; 
goods  imported  from  Yucatan;  all  whale  oil,  whalebone,  ambergis, 
head  matter,  and  skins  of  seals  and  other  animals  living  in  the  sea; 
elephant  teeth,  palm  oil,  dying  woods,  drugs,  and  other  articles  for 
dyers'  use;  all  mahogany,  and  other  unmanufactured  wood  for  the  use 
of  cabinet  makers,  and  other  manufacturers,  imported  in  British  ships, 
from  Africa,  or  from  any  British  settlement  abroad;  wheat,  barley, 
rye,  oats,  rice,  peas,  beans,  and  other  corn  and  grain  of  every  sort; 
flour,  meal,  beef,  pork,  hams,  bacon,  cheese,  and  butter. 

Skins,  the  produce  of  East  or  West  Florida,  imported  directly  from 
thence,  are  free  of  this  duty  at  their  first  sale,  within  twelve  months 
from  the  time  of  importation,  made  on  account  of  the  original  importer 
to  whom  the  same  were  consigned,  and  by  whom  they  were  entered 
at  the  custom  house. 

Ships  with  their  tackle,  apparel,  and  furniture,  and  the  cargoes 
thereof,  taken  and  condemned  as  prizes,  and  sold  for  the  benefit  of  the 
captors;  or  which,  if  wrecked  or  stranded,  may  be  sold  for  the  benefit

of  the  concerned,  or  which  may  be  sold  to  defray  charges  of  salvage, 
are  free  of  duty. 

All  goods,  the  produce  of  the  West  Indies,  brought  into  the  West 
India  docks  in  London,  and  sold  under  the  authority  of  the  directors, 
to  reimburse  themselves  for  charges  incurred  thereon,  are,  without  re- 
striction as  to  time,  wholly  free  of  auction  duty. 

Coffee  of  the  British  colonies  and  settlements  in  America,  may  be 
sold  free  of  auction  duty,  at  any  time  while  warehoused  according  to 
law. 

And,  expressly,  by  59  Geo.  III.  c.  54,  §  3,  all  goods  and  effects 
imported  in  vessels  of  the  United  States,  duly  owned  and  navigated, 
into  Great  Britain,  are  exempted  from  the  auction  duty  at  their  first 
sale  on  account  of  the  original  importer,  if  within  twelve  months  from 
the  time  of  importation. 

PILOTAGE.

The  pilotage  of  the  channels  leading  out  of  the  Thames,  Collateral  and 
westward,  to  the  sea,  is  parcelled  out  by  52  Geo.  III.  c.  limited  right  of 
39,  §  2-  between  the  Trinity  House  and  the  Lord  War-  each' 
den.     The  pilots  of  the  former  conduct  vessels  outwards 
as  well  as  inwards.

The  bodies  mentioned  above,  have,  without  exception,  By-laws, 
the  power  of  making  by-laws,  and  establishing  penal- 
ties, for  the  regulation  and  control  of  the  pilots  licensed 
by  them  respectively,  and  of  licensing  pilot  vessels. 

No  person  is  licensed  as  a  pilot  until  he  has  satisfac-  Examination 
torily  passed  an  examination  before  the  persons  specially  *ncl  .bond  be" 
designated,  and  sworn  to  perform  that  duty  for  the  cor- 
porate body  to  which  he  applies  for  a  license;  and  has 
also  given  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty. 

All  pilots  for  the  Thames  and  Med  way,  and  all  cinque  Previous    ser- 
port  pilots,  are  required  to  have  passed  a  certain  number  v!.c^  °*j  fl}oXs 
of  years  in  the  merchant  or  pilot  service,  before  they  can  c]ass. 
be  permitted  to  take  charge  of  all  vessels  of  any  draught 
of  water.     Unless  in  the  case  of  a  cinque  port  pilot,  who  Exception. 
may  do  so  in  the  absence  of  pilots  of  a  higher  class;  and 
the  master  of  the  ship  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  damage 
or  loss  occasioned  by  such  pilot,  nor  prejudice  any  claim 
for  insurance,  provided  he  still  keeps  his  signal  up  for  a 
pilot. 

Three  years'  service  as  mate,  or  one  as  master,  on  Description  of 
board  a  square  rigged  vessel,  or  seven  years'  employment  T-  H-  P,lots- 
in  the  pilot  service  of  the  Trinity  House  of  Deptford 
Stroud,  or  five  years'  apprenticeship  in  a  licensed  pilot 
vessel,  is  requisite  in  order  to  obtain  a  license  as  pilot  in 
the  Thames  or  Medway.  Three  years  subsequent  ser- 
vice is  necessary  to  entitle  such  pilot  to  conduct  a  vessel 
drawing  more  than  fourteen  feet  of  water. 

Cinque  port  pilots  are  not  allowed  to  take  charge  of  Cinque  port 
vessels  of  a  greater  draught  of  water  than  eleven  feet  six  Pllots- 
inches,  for  the  first  three  years,  or  more  than  fourteen 
for  the  two  succeeding  years,  or  more  than  seventeen  for 
two  years  more.  At  the  end  of  this  last  period,  on  being 
examined  as  to  their  abilities,  and  being  approved  and 
licensed,  they  may  take  charge  of  vessels,  without  regard 
to  their  draught  of  water. 

Pilots  are  forbidden,  under  pecuniary  penalties,  and  on  Prohibitory  re- 
pain  of  dismission  or  suspension,  to  refuse  or  delay  going  £uIatlons- 
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on  board  vessels,  if  it  is  safe  to  do  so,  when  requested  by 
masters,  owners,  or  any  agent  of  the  owners;  to  exact  or 
bargain  for  more  than  the  legal  rates;  after  being  on 
board  or  alongside,  to  quit  or  decline  piloting;  to  inca- 
pacitate themselves  by  drunkenness;  to  injure  or  run 
ashore  Ihe  vessel,  wilfully  or  negligently;  to  lend  their 
licenses  to  other  persons;  to  make  use  of,  or  to  require 
masters  to  make  use  of,  any  boat,  cable,  anchor,  &c. 
beyond  what  is  bona  fide  necessary,  thereby  to  increase 
the  expense  of  pilotage,  whether  for  their  own  gain  or 
that  of  other  persons;  or  to  lead  or  decoy  any  vessel  into 
danger;  or  wilfully  and  unnecessarily  to  cut  any  cable 
thereof;  or  by  wilful  misrepresentation  to  endeavor  to 
obtain  charge  of  any  vessel. 

If  a  pilot  keep,  or  be  concerned  in  any  public  house;  if 
he  connive  at,  or  participate  in,  any  fraud,  exaction,  or 
corrupt  practice,  against  any  vessel  or  property  belong- 
ing to  or  on  board  the  same;  or  if  he  be  convicted  of  any 
offence  against  the  revenue,  he  may  be  suspended  or  dis- 
missed; and  besides,  is  liable  to  whatever  other  penalty  or 
punishment  legally  applies  to  his  case. 

Pilots  quitting  ships  before  they  reach  their  place  of 
destination  in  the  Thames  or  Medway,  forfeit  their  pay, 
and  are  liable  also  to  all  other  penalties  annexed  to  that 
offence.

The  Trinity  House  arc   empowered  also  to  exempt  Vessels  with 
wholly,   oi-  in  part,  from  the  general  regulations  as  to  P10V1S10BS- 
their  own  pilotage,  all  foreign  vessels  bringing  corn,  fish, 
or  other  provisions,  into  the  port  of  London. 

In  Liverpool,  British  coasters  of  less  burthen  than  100  Liverpool 
tons,  and  any  vessel  in  ballast  employed,  though  not  re-  ^f^™  £"£ 
gistered  for  the  coasting  trade,  may  be  piloted  in  and  out  iast, 
of  port  by  the  master  or  commander;  but  persons  acting 
as  pilots  under  any  other  circumstances,  are  subject  to  a 
penalty  of  2,01.  for  each  offence.

between  headlands,  buoys,  and  other  objects,  at  or  with- 
in  which  the  master  of  a  vessel  bound  to  such  ports  is 
compelled  to  receive  a  pilot  of  the  district,  if  one  offer,  and 
produce  his  license. 

Vessels  bound  to  ports  to  which  the  access  lies  along 
the  coast  arc  constrained  to  receive  pilots,  under  circum- 
stances stated  above,  at  a  proportionable  greater  distance 
from  the  port  of  destination. 

The  masters  of  vessels  bound  for  the  Thames  or  the  Duties  of  mas- 
Medway,  on  arriving  at  Dungeness,  and  not  having  a ters- 
proper  cinque  port  pilot  on  board,  must  keep  up  the  usual

An  extra  fourth  of  the  established  rates  of  pilotage  is  Foreign  ves- 
gcnerally  levied  on  foreign  vessels,  in  Great  Britain,  fo?8  extra r*  ' 
the  benefit  of  decayed  and  infirm  pilots.  In  Liverpool, 
however,  when  it  does  not  appear  that  surplus  rates  are 
so  disposed  of,  a  foreign  vessel  pays  inwards  from 
Ormes  Head,  at  the  rate  of  twenty-eight  shillings  and 
nine  pence  per  foot,  while  the  British  vessel  pays  only 
nineteen  shillings  per  foot;  and  outwards,  eight  shillings 
per  foot  is  charged  on  the  foreign  vessel,  and  four  shil- 
lings and  six  pence  per  foot  only  on  the  British  vessel. 

With  regard  to  incidental  charges,  for  the  use  of  boats,  Incidental 
anchors,   fcc.  and  employment  of  boatmen,  which  are  cIlarffes- 
always  paid  in  addition  to  pilotage  money,  no  distinc- 
tion is  made  between  foreign  and  British  vessels. 

Claims  for  extraordinary  services  or  pilotage  of  ves- Extra  services, 
scls  in  distress  are  adjusted,  in  case  of  dispute,  by  the lu  d,stres»- 
commissioners  of  salvage  of  the  Lord  Warden,  for  the 
cinque  ports;  by  the  pilot  committee  for  Liverpool;  by 
the  commissioners  of  salvage,  or  sub-commissioners  of 
the  Trinity  House,  where  either  arc  appointed. 

A  pilot,  on  board  any  ship  out  of  his  district,  is  liable  Precedence  of 
to  be  superseded  by  a  pilot  of  that  district;  and  within  Pllots 
his  district,  if  on  board  a  vessel  of  a  draught  of  water 
above  his  class,  may  be  superseded  by  a  pilot  of  a  higher 
class.

Any  licenced  pilot  conducting  a  vessel  into  any  of  the 
ports  of  Ramsgatc.  Dover,  Sandwich,  or  Margate,  under 
ordinary  circumstances,  receives,  immediately  on  moor- 
ing the  vessel,  5s.  per  foot  of  her  draught  of  water:  and, 
for  conducting  outwards,  3s  per  foot,  unless  such  pilot- 
age take  place  under  circumstances  of  distress. 

The  rate  of  the  compensation  usually  awarded  under 
such  circumstances,  although  much  more  moderate  than 
formerly,  is  still  so  high,  as  to  occasion  frequent  and 
heavy  complaints  on  the  part  of  the  British  ship  owners. 
It  produces  also  much  dissatisfaction  among  consignees, 
as,  under  Geo.  III.  ch.  39,  §58,  they  arc  liable  to  pay  it 
although  not  in  funds. 

Pilots  detained  at  Quarantine,  receive  8s.  per  day; 
ships  repairing  to  Standgate  creek,  to  perform  quaran- 
tine, pay  the  full  pilotage  to  Gravcsend  or  Standgate 
creek. 

A  pilot  taken  to  sea  unavoidably,  receives  10s.  per  day 
until  his  return  to  the  place  taken  from. 
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Pilot  boats  running  before  vessels  not  having  a  pilot  on  Compensation 
board  to  direct  their  course,  the  pilot  on  board  such  boat,  or  leadin£- 
or  person  in  charge  of  her,  shall  be  entitled  to  pilotage 
for  the  distance  so  run. 

Pilotage  must  be  paid  within  14  days  after  the  service  Payment. 
is  performed:  and  consignees  and  agents,  as  well  as  the 
master  and  owner  of  the  vessel,  are  liable  for  it;  and,  in 
regard  to  foreign  vessels,  may  retain  for  this  purpose  any 
moneys  received  on  account  of  them  or  the  owners.  In 
London,  foreign  ships  cannot  be  cleared  outwards,  but  on 
production  of  a  certificate  of  the  Trinity  House  that  the 
pilotage  has  been  received  by  that  corporation.

RAMSGATE  DUTIES. 

In  the  year  1749.  Parliament  authorized  the  formation 
of  a  new  harbor  at  Ramsgate,  capable  of  sheltering  ves- 
sels of  300  tons  burthen:  and,  in  order  to  defray  the  ne- 
cessary expenses,  as  well  as  to  provide  for  the  mainte- 
nance and  preservation  of  the  harbor  of  Sandwich,  certain 
duties  wore  laid  on  vessels  passing  by  or  through  the 
Downs.

vessdls.  SU  Pealed  a11  the  earlier  statutes  on  this  subject,  the  masters 
of  all  vessels  whatever,  whether  laden  or  in  ballast,  be- 
tween 20  and  300  tons,  passing  through  the  Downs, 
whether  navigating  on  the  east  or  west  side  of  the  Good- 
win Sands,  are  required  to  pay  a  duty,  to  be  fixed  at  the 
discretion  of  the  trustees,  not  exceeding  3d.  per  ton.

The  trustees  of  the  corporation  have  fixed  the  duties 
on  voxels  less  than  300  tons,  at  3d.  per  ton  on  British, 
and  6d.  for  foreign  vessels,  for  each  passage. 
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Foreign  vessels,  exceeding  300  tons  in  burthen,  pay 
eight  pence  per  ton  {'or  the  two  passages,  inwards  and 
back;  or  four  pence  for  the  single  passage. 

British  transports,  while  in  service,  pay  only  twice  a  Exemptions*. 
year;  coasting  vessels  and  fishermen  but  once  a  year;  and  Partial- 
colliers  do  not  pay  on  returning  from  the  French   or 
Flemish  coast,  if  they  have  paid  on  the  outward  voyage. 

Ships  of  war.  and  vessels  certified  to  belong  chiefly  to  Total, 
inhabitants  of  Sandwich.  Dover,  Weymouth,  Melcombe 
Regis,  Lyme  Regis,  or  Great  Yarmouth,  are  not  charge- 
able with  these  duties. 

The  collector  of  these  duties  may  enter  into  and  ad-  Mode  of  nsceiv 
mcasure  vessels;  demand  their  registers,  and  make  ex- 1*1"111*?  de- 
tracts from  them.     A  penalty  of  \0l.  is  incurred  by  any 
person  who  refuses  or  obstructs  him  in  the  performance 
of  this  office* 

If  the  owner,  master,  or  commander,  of  any  foreign  Evading  pa# 
vessels,  subject  to  the  duties,   eludes  or  avoids  paying  ment- 
them,  by  any  method  whatsoever,  he  forfeits,  for  each 
offence,  double  the  amount  of  duties  to  which  the  vessel 
is  liable. 

No  vessel  can  be  either  entered  or  cleared  with  the  Effect  of  nQn- 
customs.  until  the  duty,  if  applicable,  is  certified  to  have  p^  men- 
been  paid. 

The  mode  of  collection  is  the  same  as  that  of  the  dues  Collection, 
of  Dover  Harbor,  and  is  enforced   to  an  equal  extent. 
The  provisions  for  reimbursement  by  the  owners  and  con- 
signees of  goods,  are  also  similar. 

TILBURY  FORT  DUES. 

Vessels  departing  from  London,  arc  charged,  at  the 
custom  house,  Is.  per  ton  if  hound  to  any  part  of  Europe, 
and  5s.  per  ton  if  destined  elsewhere,  for  dues  appertain- 
ing to  the  fortification  opposite  Gravcsend,  called  Tilbury 
Fort. 

Prior  to  1811.  when  the  fees  of  custom  house  officers 
and  clerks  in  London  were  abolished,  the  usual  rata  of 
these  dues  was  ten  shillings. 

DOVER  HARBOR  DUES. 

(Sometimes  called  Dover  Pier  Toll.) 

These  rates  were  first  established  in  the  reign  of  "Wil- 
liam III.  for  the  purpose  of  repaying  the  expense  of  ren- 
dering the  harbor  of  Dover  a  shelter  for  vessels  in  times 
of  danger.  Recently  a  new  basin  has  been  constructed, 
and  very  expensive  works  carried  on  to  lessen  the  bar

at  the  mouth  of  the  harbor,  and  render  it  accessible  to 
ships  of  from  four  to  five  hundred  tons  burthen. 

On  British  vessels  the  rates  are  collected  at  each  pas- 
sage from,  to,  or  by  Dover,  or  coming  into  the  harbor 
there;  but  foreign  ships  are  made  to  pay  for  the  actual 
passage,  the  anticipated  return,  and  for  former  passages, 
even  in  voyages  between  ports  out  of  Great  Britain. 
No  vessel  can  be  cleared  outwards  until  the  duty  is  satis- 
fied, and  the  vessel,  her  tackle,  &c.  may  also  be  distrain- 
ed for  it,  at  any  time,  by  the  collecting  agent.  Ships  of 
war,  and  vessels  employed  in  the  public  service  are  not 
chargeable  with  it. 

All  other  vessels  between  20  and  300  tons  burthen  pass- 
ing from,  to,  or  by  the  port  of  Dover,  and  all  vessels 
above  300  tons,  which  actually  enter  the  harbor  there, 
pay  per  ton  3d. 

Except  ships  in  ballast,  or  wholly  laden  with  coals, 
culm,  grindstones,  purbeck,  or  Portland  stones. 

Each  ton  of  stones,  or  chaldron  of  coals,  on  board  ves- 
sels either  partly  or  wholly  laden  with  them  pay  lid. 
(47  Geo.  III.  sess.  2,  c.  69.) 

But,  by  an  order  of  the  honorable  wardens  and  assist- 
ants of  the  harbor  of  Dover,  the  above  duties  on  ^essels 
passing  from,  to,  or  by  Dover,  after  April  6,  1823,  are 
reduced  one  half  the  amount  above  stated,  via. 

Vessels  from  20  to  300  tons  burthen  to  pay  lid.  per  ton. 

Vessels  laden  with  coals  or  stone  3     per  ton. 

But  the  rates  are  not  diminished  on  vessels  entering 
into  the  harbor  of  Dover. 

British  colliers  and  coasters  pay  but  once  a  year. 

Rates  so  paid  are  recoverable  of  the  several  consignees 
or  owners  of  the  goods,  if  any  on  board,  in  proportion  to 
the  tonnage  of  the  ship  actually  occupied  by  their  respec- 
tive shipments. 

This  regulation  is  enforced  in  British  vessels:  but  as 
a  means  of  relieving  foreign  ships,  it  is  entirely  inopera- 
tive. The  assessment  is  seldom  made  on  goods  imported 
by  them,  and  it  cannot  be  made  on  exports,  as.  oi  course, 
the  rule  could  not  be  enforced  abroad. 

TRINITY  HOUSE  DUES

The  Trinity  House  of  Deptford  Strond,  rigidly  with- 
hold all  explanations  relative  to  the  nature  of  their  charges 
on  foreign  ships,  and  it  is  believed  rely  on  a  prescriptive 
right  to  make  them.  The  act  of  8  Eliz.  c.  13,  only  em- 
powers the  corporation  to  «'  set  up  beacons  and  marks  for 
the  sea  at  their  costs." 

And  by  the  same  act  it  is  made  penal  to  take  or  cut 
down  steeples,  trees,  or  other  things,  standing  as  sea- 
marks, after  notice  given  under  the  royal  seal  to  the  own- 
er or  occupier  of  the  place  where  they  stand. 

It  is  estimated,  that  the  amount  of  these  dues,  collected 
within  the  year  1818,  from  foreign  ships,  was  about 
£10,500:  and,  from  British  ships,  from  5  to  £6,000. 

The  latter  portion  of  this  income  is  stated  to  be  appli- 
ed to  the  maintenance  and  repairs  of  buoys  and  beacons, 
and  any  surplus  remaining,  to  the  charitable  funds  of  the 
institution.

BALLASTAGE. 

"Vessels  requiring  any  quantity  of  ballast,  in  the  port 
of  London,  are  constrained  to  receive  it  from  the  lighters 
of  the  Trinity  House  of  Deptford  Strond,  and  the  soil  of 
the  Thames,  below  London  Bridge;  and  the  discharged 
ballast,  of  vessels  coming  into  the  river,  are,  for  this 
purpose,  vested  in  that  corporation,  for  the  benefit  of  poor 
seamen,  their  wives  widows  and  orphans.  45  Geo,  III. 
rh.  98,  and  49  Geo.  Ill,  eh.  155,  §  1.  16,  17.

The  corporation  of  the  Trinity  House  are  required  to 
pay  the  ballast  men  employed  by  them,  from  6d.  to  8d.

The  owner  or  master  of  any  vessel  may  carry  as  bal- 
last, any  quantity  of  bricks,  tiles,  lime,  chalk,  (not  chalk 
rubbish,)  Hints,  or  any  merchandise  whatever,  provided 
such  chalk  or  flints  be  used  as  ballast  only,  from  any 
part  of  the  river  Thames,  without  making  entry  thereof  at 
the  ballast  office  of  the  Trinity  House. 

But  articles  so  carried  as  ballast,  must  be  entered  out 
with  the  customs  as  dutiable  merchandise. 

Coasters  taking  chalk,  lime,  marl,  limestone,  dung, 
and  sand,  are  the  only  vessels  exempted  from  this  regu- 
lation. 

The  Trinity  House  may  grant  licenses  every  year  to  a 
limited  extent,  for  taking* land  ballast  from  the  quan 
pits,  or  works  of  chalk.  Hints,  or  lime,  to  the  eastward  of 
Woolwich,  on  entry  being  made  of  the  "said  goods" 
with  the  proper  officer,  and,  on  being  paid  at  the  rate  of 
Id  per  ton  for  such  licenses.     49  Geo.  5,  ch.  155, 
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But  foreign  vessels  are  not  allowed  te  sail  from  Lon- 
don, unless  the  master  declares,  under  liis  final  clearing 
affidavit,  that  he  requires  no  ballast,  or  has  taken  it  of  the 
Trinity  House.

EAST  INDIES. 

July  18,  1823,  an  act  was  passed,  4  Geo.  IV..  c.  80, 
entitled  "  An  act  to  consolidate,  &c."  This  act  repeals 
the  laws  previously  in  force  on  these  subjects,  and  enacts 
as  follows: 

That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  British  subjects,  in  Any  British 
ships  registered  and  navigated  according  to  law,  to  carry  subjects  may 
on  trade  in  any  goods,  except  tea,  either  directly  or  cir-  £.adtejWvh  the 
cuitously,  between  all  ports  belonging  to  his  majesty,  or 
any  state  in  amity  with  his  majesty,  and  all  places  what- 
soever within  the  limits  of  the  charter  of  the  company, 
except  the  dominions  of  the  emperor  of  China:  and,  also,  Except  China, 
from  port  to  port  within  the  said  limits,  under  such  rules 
avid  regulations  as  are  herein  imposed. 

But  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to  extend  and  to 
permit  any  trade  with  countries  which  are  without  the 
limits  of  the  charter  of  the  East  India  Company,  which 
trade  cannot  now  be  legally  carried  on. 

Neither  shall  it  be  lawful  to  carry  any  military  stores  But  not  in  mi- 
to  any  part  of  Asia,  between  the  river  Indus  and  the  litary  stores. 
Peninsula  of  Malacca,  inclusive,  or  to  the  island  of  Su- 
matra or  its  dependencies,  save  only  by  the  East  India 
Company,  or  by  their  special  licenses. 

Every  ship  or  vessel  trading  to  India  (except  such  as  Ports  limited. 
belong  to  the  Company,)  must  go  to  one  or  other  of  the 
four  principal   settlements  of  Fort   William,   Fort   St. 
George,  Bombay,  and  Prince  of  Wales  Island,  and  be  there 
admitted  to  entry,  before  they  may  trade  with  any  other 
part  of -that  country,  unless  they  have  first  obtained  a  Except  by  li- 
special  license  from  the  court  of  directors  of  the  said  ce"se. 
company. 

If  the  court  of  directors  do  not  comply  with  an  appli- 
cation for  leave  to  go  to  minor  ports,  the  same  shall  be 
referred  to  the  board  of  commissioners  for  India  affairs; 
who  may,  if  they  judge  proper,  direct  the  said  court  of 
directors  to  issue  the  license  required,  after  considering 
the  representation  of  both  parties  on  the  subject. 

It  shall,  however,  be  lawful  for  the  court  of  directors,  other  ports 
with  the  approbation  of  the  commissioners  for  the  affairs  may  be  added. 
•>f  India,  to  declare  that  any  other  ports  or  places  on  the

duly  appointed,  resident  at  such  port,  a  list  of  the  names 
of  all  persons  intended  to  be  embarked  on  board  such  ship, 
and  all  arms  intended  to  be  put  on  board  the  same;  and 
as  soon  as  the  said  vessel  shall  be  admitted  to  entry  at 
any -.port  within  the  company's  limits,  the  master  shall 
deliver,  to  the  principal  officer  of  the  customs,  a  true  and 
perfect  list  of  the  persons  on  board,  and  of  the  arms,  and 
at  what  time  and  places  any  of  the  said  persons  may  have 
died  or  left  the  ship,  or  how  any  of  the  said  arms  may 
have  been  disposed  of.

Duties  on  Tn-        The  same  duties  shall  he  paid  on  the  importation  of 
dia goods  in  A- aT1y  goods  from  the  East  Indies,  into  the  British  colo- 
indTe*  rues  *n  America,  or  the  West  Indies,  which  would  have 

been  payable  on  the  same  goods  if  they  had  been  import- 
ed from  any  place  In  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  special  powers  vested  in  his  majesty  in  council, 
with  regard  to  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  and  the  Island 
of  Mauritius,  are  not  affected  or  altered  by  this  act.  Nor 
yet  does  it  alter  or  repeal  the  provisions  of  the  law,  as

the  resort  of  persons  to  India,  or  their  residence  in  any 
part  of  the  company's  possessions,  without  permission 
duly  obtained  from  the  said  company. 

Nor  does  it  affect,  alter,  or  repeal,  the  provisions  made 
to  prevent  clandestine  trade;  but  all  persons  and  vessels 
found  within  the  limits  of  the  company's  charter,  who 
shall  not  have  complied  with  the  directions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  subject  to  the  laws  in  force  in  this  respect.

cur and  forfeit,  for  every  offence,  the  penalty  of  one  hun- 
dred pounds. 

All  ships  registered  in  India,  pursuant  to  the  act  4,  Ships  register- 
Geo.  IV.  ch.  41,  shall  have  all  the  rights  and  privileges  edin  India- 
of  trade  which  ships  registered  in  any  British  posses- 
sions have,  by  virtue  of  that  or  any  other  law ;  except  in 
respect  to  the  crews  of  such  vessels. 

No  Asiatic  sailors,  or  Lascars,  shall  be  deemed  British  Lascars  not 
seamen,  within  the  intent  of  any  of  the  acts  made  relating  British  seamen 
to  navigation.      Nevertheless,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  his 
Majesty,  by  proclamation,  in  time  of  hostilities,  to  per- 
mit merchant  ships  and  privateers  to  be  manned  wholly 
or  in  part  with  such  Asiatic  sailors  or  Lascars. 

Any  ship  or  vessel  duly  registered,  manned  in  part  Proportion  of 
with  Lascars,  which  shall  be  commanded  by  a  British  Lascars  to  Bri- 
master,  and  navigated  by  four  British  seamen,  as  partoftlsh  seamen- 
her  crew,  for  every  hundred  tons  of  her  burthen,  and  so 
in  proportion  for  any  part  of  a  hundred  tons,   shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  navigated  according  to  law,  al- 
though the  number  of  such  British  seamen  shall  not  be 
equal  to  three  fourths  of  the  whole  crew  of  such  ship  or 
vessel. 

And  in  cases  where  it  shall  not  be  possible  to  procure 
the  due  proportion  of  British  seamen  in  the  ports  of  In- 
dia, it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  governors  of  such  places  to 
grant  a  license,  for  such  ships  to  sail  w  ith  a  less  proport- 
ion of  British  seamen  than  what  the  law  require*;  every 
such  ship  having  on  board  such  license  with  its  propor- 
tion of  British  seamen  therein  specified. 

Ships  sailing  only  from  port  to  port  within  the  limits 
of  the  charter,  are  not  required  to  have  any  specific  num- 
ber of  British  seamen  on  board.

Masters  of  vessels  arriving  at  any  port  of  the  United 
Kingdom  from  India,  shall  make  out  and  exhibit  to  the 
principal  officer  of  the  customs  of  the  port  at  which  he  ar- 
rives, a  true  and  perfect  list  of  every  Asiatic  sailor  or 
Lascar  which  shall  be  or  may  have  been  on  board  the 
vessel,  with  a  true  account  of  what  has  become  of  any 
such  person  who  has  been,  but  may  not  then  be  on  board. 
And  in  case  of  neglect  hereof,  or  breach  of  any  rules 
made  for  the  benefit  of  such  Asiatic  sailor  or  Lascars, 
the  master  or  owner  shall  forfeit  ten  pounds  for  each  per- 
son in  respect  of  whom  such  breach  shall  have  been  made. 
Two  thirds  of  which  fines  shall  be  applied  towards  the 
maintenance,  or  return  home,  of  such  sailors. 

If  any  Asiatic  sailors  or  Lascars,  refuse  to  accept  the 
maintenance  provided  for  them,  and  to  return  home  in 
the  ships  or  vessels  engaged  for  that  purpose,  they  may, 
if  convicted  of  an  act  of  vagrancy,  under  the  laws  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  be  shipped,  by  order  of  a  justice  or 
magistrate  before  whom  they  are  convicted,  on  board  any 
ship  bound  to  the  place  from  whence  they  were  brought; 
and  the  commander  of  such  ship  is  re/juired  to  keep  such 
on  board,  for  the  voyage  on  which  he  is  bound. 

If  any  such  Asiatic  sailor  or  Lascar  are  found  in  dis- 
tress  for  want  of  food,  clothing,  and  other  necessaries,  in 
the  United  Kingdom,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Directors 
of  the  East  India  Company  to  supply  such  persons  with 
what  is  necessary,  and  procure  their  passage  home,  ad- 
vancing money  to  pay  for  their  conveyance  and  mainten- 
ance, and  the  said  expenses  shall  become  a  debt  due  to  the 
said  Company  from  the  commander,  owner,  or  owners,  of 
such  ship  as  brought  these  persons  to  the  United  King- 
dom, and  may  be  recovered  by  law,  with  full  costs  of  suit. 
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WEST  INDIES  AND  BRITISH  COLONIAL  POS- 
SESSIONS IN  NORTH  AMERICA. 

Almost  every  thing  contained  in  the  former  Digest, 
relating  to  the  trade  -with  the  West  Indies,  has  either  heen 
repealed,  or  altered  by  recent  acts  of  Parliament.  The 
principal  of  which  are  3  Geo.  IV.  c.  44  and  c.  45,  passed 
June  24,  1822.  The  substance  of  these  enactments,  so 
far  as  concerns  the  United  States,  is  as  follows: 

The  ports  mentioned  in  schedule  A.  annexed,  are  de-  Free  ports, 
clarcd  free  for  the  importation  of  certain  enumerated 
articles,  (subject  to  certain  conditions  and  duties,)  from 
any  foreign  country  on  the  continent  of  North  or  South 
America,  or  from  any  foreign  island  in  the  West  Indies, 
^vhether  such  country  or  island  be  under  the  dominion  of 
any  European  sovereign  or  state,  or  otherwise,  either  in 
British  built  ships,  navigated  according  to  law,  or  in 
ships  or  vessels  belonging  to  the  sovereign  or  state  of 
which  the  imported  articles  are  the  growth,  produce,  or 
manufacture.  Provided,  always,  that  the  said  importa- 
tions shall  always  be  direct  from  the  country  or  place  of 
which  they  are  the  growth,  produce,  or  manufacture.  3 
Geo.  IV.  c.  44,  §  3.

The  above  order  in  council  is  conformable  to  a  gene- 
ral rule  adopted  by  the  British  government,  relating  to 
all  foreign  traders  with  their  colonial  possessions,  and  is 
enforced  in  the  East  Indies,  and  in  the  American  and 
West  India  colonies.

By  this  act,  the  vessels  of  the  United  States  with  goods  g°°*9d£t*{£ 
allowed  to  be  imported  from  thence,  which  were  only  ad-  mly  be  import- 
mitted  to  the  port  of  Quebec  by  3  Geo.  IV.  c.  44,  are  now  ed  to  any  port, 
admitted  to  all  parts  of  either  of  the  Canadas  at  which  Ac- 
custom houses  are  established.     The  same  regulation  ex- 
tends to  land  or  inland  navigation,  as  to  communication 
by  sea.

XICENSED  FUR  TRADE  IN  NORTH  AMERICA. 

By  1  and  2  Geo.  IV.  c.  66,  His  majesty  is  empowered 
to  grant  license  to  individuals  or  corporate  bodies  for  the 
exclusive  privilege  of  trading  with  the  Indians  in  such 
parts  of  North  America  as  are  not  situated  within  the 
territory  of  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  or  of  the  British 
provinces,  or  of  the  United  States. 

The  licenses  are  not  to  remain  in  force  longer  than  twenty- 
one  years,  and  for  that  period  are  to  be  free  of  rent,  but  a 
reasonable  rent  and  competent  security  for  it  may  be  re- 
served on  licenses  granted  after  that  period,  and  the  rent  is 
then  to  be  deemed  part  of  the  land  revenues  of  the  crown. 
The  Hudson's  Bay  Company,  as  well  as  the  indivi- 
duals and  companies  licensed  under  this  act,  are,  ence  a 
year,  to  send  to  the  British  secretaries  of  state,  duplicates 
of  an  exact  register,  to  be  kept  by  them,  of  all  persons 
employed  by  them  respectively,  and  are  also  to  give  se- 
curity for  the  due  execution  of  all  processes,  the  produc- 
tion for  trial  of  all  persons  charged  with  offences,  and 
the  faithful  observance  of  all  regulations  contained  in  the 
licenses  for  restraining  the  sale  or  distribution  of  spiritu- 
ous liquors  among  the  Indians,  or  for  the  promotion  of 
32 
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religion  and  morality,  or  for  any  other  object  which  his 
majesty  may  deem  necessary  for  the  remedy  or  preven- 
tion of  evils  which  have  hitherto  been  found  to  exist 

It  is  expressly  provided  that  the  act  is  not  to  authorize 
British  subjects,  with  such  licenses,  to  exercise  the  pri- 
vileges derived  from  them,  to  the  prejudice  or  exclusion 
of  citizens  of  the  United  States  trading  within  the  limits 
west  of  the  Stony  Mountains,  which,  by  the  3d  article 
of  the  convention  of  the  20th  of  October,  18  i  8,  between 
the  United  States  and  Great  Britain,  were  declared  free 
and  open  for  ten  years,  to  the  citizens  and  subjects  of 
both  powers.  British  subjects  without  such  licenses  are 
also  forbidden  to  trade  with  the  Indians  within  those 
limits.

ported from  Ceylon  into  the  country  to  which  they  belong, 
if  brought  in  British  vessels,  than  when  imported  by 
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their  own,  and  if  no  higher  tonnage  duties  are  charged 
on  British  vessels  when  exporting  goods  lrom  such  coun- 
tries to  Ceylon,  than  are  charged  on  ships  of  the  country. 

But  it  any  such  discriminating  duty  be  charged  on 
British  vessels  in  such  foreign  state,  then  a  countervail- 
ing duty  shall  be  charged,  in  the  island  of  Ceylon,  on  all 
goods  imported  by  the  ships  of  such  state,  over  and  above 
the  duties  payable  on  the  like  articles  when  imported  in 
British  ships. 

And  every  such  foreign  vessel  shall  be  permitted  to 
export  goods,  the  produce  of  Ceylon,  or  which  have  been 
legally  imported  there,  on  payment  of  a  duty  of  eight  per 
cent,  ad  valorem,  over  and  above  the  duties  on  such 
goods  exported  in  British  vessels.  Provided,  however, 
that  when  satisfactory  proof  shall  be  given  that  no  higher 
duties  are  charged  upon  such  goods  in  the  country  to 
which  such  vessel  belongs,  when  brought  in  British  ships, 
than  in  their  own;  and  that  goods,  so  brought,  are  enti- 
tled to  the  same  privileges  and  advantages,  with  respect 
to  warehousing  and  internal  consumption,  as  when  im-  * 
ported  in  vessels  of  their  own  country,  then,  in  such  case, 
no  higher  duties  shall  be  charged  on  their  export  from 
Ceylon  in  such  foreign  vessels,  than  if  they  had  been 
exported  in  British  vessels  to  such  foreign  state. 

It  is,  however,  further  ordered,  that  no  foreign  vessel 
shall  be  permitted  to  export  such  goods  from  Ceylon  to 
any  British  possessions,  or  to  any  other  than  a  port  or 
place  belonging  to  the  state  to  which  the  vessel  itself  shall 
belong — By  the  King  in  Council.

69.  certain  of  the  duties  of 
customs  on  importation  as  recited  in  the  foregoing  Tables 
A,  and  B,  are  repealed  from  and  after  the  tenth  day  of 
October,  1823;  and,  also,  the  duties  on  exportation  of 
coal  under  the  Table  C,  are  repealed;  excepting  so  far 
as  relates  to  arrears  of  duties  or  recovery  of  fines  and 
penalties  relating  thereto,  and  the  drawbacks  payable 
thereon.  By  the  present  act,  new  duties  of  import  and 
export  are  imposed  on  a  part  of  the  aforesaid  articles; 
which  duties  are  described  in  the  Tables  A,  B,  and  C, 
annexed  to  this  Supplement,  and,  also,  the  duties  payable 
on  slate,  brought  coastwise,  in  Table  D.

It  is  further  enacted,  that  the  dimensions  of  staves,  im- 
ported from  the  British  colonics  in  America,  subject  to 
duties  as  clapboards,  and  pipe  boards,  by  the  1  &  2  Geo. 
IV.  c.  37.  shall  be  altered,  and  that,  in  future,  staves 
above  three  inches  and  a  half  in  thickness,  or  above  seven 
inches  in  breadth,  and  not  exceeding  five  feet  three  inches 
in  length,  shall  be  deemed  clapboards;  and  staves  of  the 
same  thickness  and  breadth,  and  exceeding  five  feet  three 
inches  in  length,  shall  be  deemed  pipeboards;  and  they 
shall  be  charged  with  duty  accordingly. 

Any  wood  fit  for  shipbuilding,  the  growth  or  produce 
of  New  South  Wales,  Norfolk  Island,  or  Van  Dieman's 
Land,  and  imported  directly  from  thence  to  any  part  of 
the  United  Kingdom,  during  ten  years,  from  January  1, 
1823.  shall  be  admitted  to  entry  without  payment  of  any 
subsidy,  custom,  or  other  duty. 

Any  wine  whatever  may  be  imported  for  sale,  as  well 
as  for  private  use,  in  packages,  each  of  which  shall  con- 
tain at  least  three  dozen  reputed  quart  bottles,  or  six 
dozen  reputed  pint  bottles,  subject  to  the  same  duties  of 
customs  and  excise,  and  all  regulations  and  conditions  as 
are  enacted  with  respect  to  French  wines  so  imported. 

Instead  of  the  drawbacks  allowed  in  the  former  Table 
A,  on  wine  exported,  there  shall  be  allowed  a  drawback 
of  the  full  duties  of  customs  and  excise  w huh  have  been 
paid  on  importation  for  all  wine,  exported  in  packages 
containing  three  dozen  quart,  or  six  dozen  pint  bottles. 

Tobacco  may  be  exported  and  imported  between  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  reciprocally,  cither  manufactured 
or  unmanufactured,  in  ships  of  not  less  than  seventy  tons 
burthen. 

Tobacco  pipe  clay  may  be  exported  from  any  of  the 
British  islands,  to  any  place  whatever 

Chocolate  ready  made,  and  cocoa  paste,  the  produce 
of  the  British  plantations;  and,  also,  rocoa-nut  shells,  or 
husks,  without  the  nuts,  from  any  place,  may  be  im- 
ported into  Great  Britain  or  Ireland,  notwithstanding 
former  probibitions. 

Peas  may  be  imported  for  seed  into  any  part  of  the 
United  Kingdom,  on  payment  of  the  duty  specified  in 
table  A,  annexed  hereto,  whatever  the  average  prices  of 
British  corn  may  be,  notwithstanding  the  prohibitions  re- 
lating to  the  importation  of  corn.

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Supplement  to  the  Warehousing  System  of  Great  Britain,  #c. 

The  warehousing  system  of  Great  Britain,  as  detail- 
ed, p.  200,  et  seq.  lias  been  materially  altered  by  an  act 
of  4  Geo.  IV.  cap.  24,  passed  12th  May,  1823.  But, 
as  the  provisions  of  the  former  acts  remain  in  force 
respecting  all  goods  already  warehoused  under  them, 
for  three  years  from  the  time  of  their  being  so  ware- 
housed, and  the  enumeration  of  warehouses,  and  distri- 
bution of  goods,  are  not  at  present  altered,  or  not  known 
by  us  to  be  so,  it  is  thought  expedient  to  preserve  the 
Digest  of  the  former  law  as  it  was,  and  to  add  that  of 
the  recent  act,  which  will  show  the  existing  enlarge- 
ment of  that  system. 

The  first  section  of  4  Geo.  IV.  c.  24.  after  reciting  the 
titles  of  the  two  acts  of  Geo.  III.  "permitting  certain 
goods  imported  into  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  to  be  se- 
cured in  warehouse  without  payment  of  dutij;"  declares 
that  it  is  expedient  "for  the  general  encouragement 
and  increase  of  commerce,  that  all  goods  and  mer- 
chandise whatsoever,  should  be  allowed  to  be  im- 
ported into  any  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland,  and  secured  in  warehouses  and 
otherwise,  under  regulations  to  be  made  for  that  pur- 
pose: notwithstanding  any  prohibition  or  restriction 
now  in  force  upon  the  importation  of  any  such  goods; 
and  that  certain  goods  and  merchandise  should  be  al- 
lowed to  be  taken  out  of  such  warehouses,  either  for  the 
purposes  of  exportation,  free  of  any  duty  whatever,  or, 
(on  payment  of  the  duties)  for  home  consumption,  at  the 
option  of  the  proprietors."  It  then  goes  on  to  repeal  a 
number  of  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  relating  to  the  former 
system  of  importation,  and  the  removal  of  warehoused 
goods  i'rom  port  to  port,  and  the  application  of  the  laws 
of  excise  to  certain  warehoused  goods.  The  laws  thus 
wholly  or  partially  repealed,  extend  from  43  Geo.  III. 
to  1  &  2  Geo.  IV. 

The  present  law  enacts,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
importers,  proprietors,  or  consignees,  of  any  goods  or 
merchandise  whatsoever,  which  shall  he  legally  import- 
ed into  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ire- 
land, to  deposite  such  goods  in  warehouses,  or  other 
approved  places,  without  payment  of  any  duty  of  cus- 
toms or  excise,  at  the  time  of  their  first  entry,  (except- 
ing only  the  goods  hereinafter  mentioned)  in  British 
built  ships  or  vessels,  or  in  any  ship  or  vessel  which,  by 
law ,  is,  or  may  be.  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  a  British 
built  ship  or  vessel,  and  of  toe  tonnage  required  by  law 
for  the  importation  of  goods  permitted  to  be  imported, 
but  for  the  purpose  of  exportation  only. 
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^  The  exceptions  are  of  tea,  and  goods  from  the  domin-  Exceptions, 
ions  of  the  Emperor  of  China,  gunpowder,  arms,  am- 
munition or  utensils  of  war,  dried  or  salted  fish,  (except 
stock  fish,)  beef,  pork,  bacon,  infected  hides,  skins,  horns, 
hoofs,  or  other  part  of  any  cattle  or  beast,  counterfeit 
coin,  books,  prints,  casts,  or  models,  which  are  copies 
of  such  works  first  made  or  designed  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  afterwards  printed,  engraved,  or  made  in  for- 
eign parts;  all  which  things  remain  prohibited  by  for- 
mer acts  of  Parliament. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury  are  empowered,  Selection  of 
at  any  time,  by  warrant,  under  the  hands  of  three  or  more  warehouses. 
of  them,  to  select  and  declare  at  what  ports,  respectively, 
and  at  what  warehouses  in  such  ports,  goods  of  any  de- 
scription, or  of  any  particular  description,  may  be  lodged 
and  secured,  without  payment  of  duties.  And  such  war- 
rant shall  be  published  three  times  in  the  London  Gazette 
and  in  the  Dublin  Gazette,  respectively. 

Goods,  the  importation  of  which  has  been  by  former  Warehouses 
acts  prohibited,  and  specifically  the  goods  enumerated  in  for  th<?  poods 
Schedule  A,  annexed  to  this  act,  (see  page  278)  shall  beinScheduleA 
deposited  in  warehouses  built  in  places  enclosed  by.  and 
surrounded  with,  walls,  approved  and  appointed  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Treasury,  as  places  of  special  se- 
curity. 

Goods  which  are  warehoused  for  exportation  only,  and  Such  goods 
all  goods  now  permitted  to  be  warehoused,  but  formerly  ma>  not  be  ta- 
proliibited  importation  by  the  navigation  laws,  cannot  ue  ijome^on- 
taken  out  of  such  warehouses  for  home  consumption,  un-  sumption. 
der  pain  of  forfeiture  of  such  goods,  and  of  a  sum  equal 
to  twice  their  value. 

Neither  shall  such  goods  be  exported  to  any  British  Nor  for  the  eo- 
colony  in  America,  or  the  West  Indies,  except  only  goods  lonies. 
of  the  manufacture  of  Persia,   China,  or  the  East  In- 
dies. 

The  goods  specified  in  Schedule  B,  (page  280)  may  be  schedule  B. 
taken  out  of  warehouse  for  exportation  to  the  British 
colonies  in  America  or  the  West  Indies,  but  not  until  all 
duties,  as  well  of  customs  as  of  excise,  payable  in  Great 
Britain  or  Ireland,  on  such  goods,  if  taken  out  for  home 
consumption,  have  been  first  fully  paid  and  satisfied. 

All  other  goods  not  specified  in  Schedule  A,  and  not  other  goods, 
prohibited  by  act  of  Parliament,  nor  directed  to  be  se- 
cured under  order  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury, 
may  be  lodged  and  secured  in  any  warehouses  approved 
by  the  Commissioners  of  Customs,  or  of  the  Excise,  as 
these  revenues  are  respectively  concerned,  subject  to  the 
regulations  of  this  act.

COMMERCIAL  REGULATIONS

Size  of  casks,  No  foreign  brandy,  rum,  geneva,  spirits,  aqua  vita,  or 
packages,  &c.  wjnc>  shall  be  warehoused,  unless  the  same  be  imported 
in  casks,  each  containing  at  least  45  gallons;  or  in  bot- 
tles, in  cases  of  three  dozen  quart  bottles.  And  no  to- 
bacco or  snuff,  but  in  casks  or  packages,  each  containing 
450  lbs.  avoirdupois,  free  of  any  internal  packages.  And 
no  coffee  or  cocoa  nuts,  unless  in  casks  or  other  packages, 
each  containing  at  least  100  lbs.  avoirdupois:  otherwise 
the  said  goods  shall  be  forfeited. 

But  plantation  rum  may  be  imported  for  ships'  stores, 
only  in  casks  containing  35  gallons  each. 

Goods  subject  to  the  duties  of  excise,  cannot  be  landed 
and  warehoused  until  sufficient  security  be  given  by 
bond,  for  the  payment  of  the  said  duties,  when  the  goods 
are  taken  out,  cither  for  home  consumption  or  exporta- 
tion, or  at  the  end  of  three  years  from  the  time  of  import- 
ation, unless  the  said  goods  are  abandoned  to  the  Com- 
missioners of  Customs  or  Excise,  to  be  sold  or  destroyed 
according  to  law.  The  proprietors  or  consignees  of  to- 
bacco or  snuff,  are,  however,  exempted  from  this  regu- 
lation, and  are  not  required  to  give  any  bond  upon  the 
first  entry  and  warehousing  thereof;  nor  are  charged 
with  stamp  duty  on  the  bond  required  for  its  re-exporta- 
tion. 

Goods  warehoused  under  this  act,  shall  be  so  stowed 
as  to  afford  easy  access  to  the  packages;  and  in  case  of 
neglect  or  refusal  to  do  so,  the  warehouse  keeper  shall 
forfeit  the  sum  of  five  pounds.  The  proprietors  or  con- 
signees of  such  goods  to  pay  rent  and  charges  while  they 
remain  warehoused. 

When  warehoused  goods  are  taken  out  for  exportation, 
bonds  shall  be  given  as  directed  by  law,  for  their  being 
duly  landed  within  specific  periods,  at  the  port  of  their 
destination,  under  penalty  of  double  the  value  thereof, 
unless  the  said  goods  shall  be  taken  by  enemies,  or  perish 
in  the  seas:  of  all  which,  sufficient  proof  will  be  required. 

The  importer  or  proprietor  of  warehoused  goods  may 
examine,  sort,  separate,  pack,  or  repack,  such  goods,  at 
any  time,  in  presence  of  the  proper  officers  of  customs  or 
excise,  after  giving  them  twelve  hours  notice  in  writing 
of  their  intention  to  do  so,  and  having  the  proper  marks 
and  entries  made  which  may  be  occasioned  by  any  such 
necessary  alterations  of  their  packages,  either  for  secu- 
rity, or  reshipment,  or  sale. 
Removal  from  Goods  secured  in  warehouses,  under  this  act,  may  be 
port  to  port,  removed  from  one  port  to  another,  under  prescribed  re- 
gulations and  conditions,  similar  to  the  former  ware- 
housing acts.  So  also  they  may  be  removed  from  one 
warehouse  to  another  in  the  same  port.

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Wine,  brandy,  geneva,  rum,  tea,  coffee,  or  tobacco,  Wine,  &c 
may  be  exported  from  the  warehouses  to  the  Isle  of  Man 
by  license,  in  British  built  vessels,  of  not  less  than  fifty 
tons  burthen.  Wine  and  rum  secured  in  the  warehouses 
may  be  bottled  by  the  proprietors,  and  packed  in  cases 
for  exportation,  each  case  containing  not  less  than  three 
dozen  quart  bottles,  provided  such  bottles,  flasks,  and 
corks,  (if  of  foreign  manufacture)  have  first  paid  the 
duties  of  customs  and  excise,  to  which  they  are  liable. 

But  rum  may  be  shipped  as  stores  for  consumption  on 
outward  and  homeward  voyages,  without  payment  of 
any  duty  of  customs  or  excise. 

Wines  may  be  improved  in  the  warehouses  by  the  ad- 
dition of  brandy,  if  judged  necessary,  in  an  allowed  pro- 
portion, once;  but  not  oftener. 

Importers  of  spirits  may  also  be  allowed  to  fill  up  casks 
that  arc  deficient,  once,  and  not  oftener,  in  presence  of 
the  proper  officer. 

Also,  wine«  under  a  proper  bond  and  certificate,  may 
be  taken  out  by  their  proprietors  for  a  voyage  to  the  East 
or  West  Indies  for  the  improvement  of  their  flavor,  and 
to  be  brought  back  again  to  the  warehouse;  where  they 
may  remain  three  years  longer,  if  necessary. 

Goods  having  remained  in  warehouse  three  years,  the  Time  allowed. 
proprietors  or  consignees  shall  be  required  to  pay  the 
duties  of  customs  and  excise,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  to 
take  them  out  for  exportation  or  home  consumption,  as 
the  law  directs.  And,  in  case  of  failure  to  do  so,  the 
Commissioners  of  Customs  or  Excise  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  sold,  and  the  produce  applied  to  the  payment 
of  the  duties  and  charges  thereon;  and  the  overplus,  if 
any,  shall  be  paid  to  the  proprietor  or  person  authorized 
to  receive  the  same,  and  the  bond,  or  bonds,  entered  into 
at  the  original  importation,  shall  be  forthwith  cancelled. 

But  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  his  Majesty's  Trea- 
sury, may,  by  warrant,  permit  such  goods  to  remain 
warehoused,  without  payment  of  duties,  for  such  further 
time  beyond  three  years,  as  they  may  think  reasonable 
and  proper  in  any  particular  case. 

Upon  the  application  of  the  proprietor  or  consignee  Goods  may  be 
of  any  goods  that  have  been  damaged,  spoiled,  or  are  destroyed,  &c 
unmerchantable,  the  Commissioners  of  Customs  or  Ex- 
cise may  order  such  goods  to  be  destroyed,  the  duties 
thereon  shall  be  remitted,  and  the  bonds  cancelled. 

Both  the  proprietors  and  custom  house  officers  may 
take  samples  of  goods  warehoused;  and  the  law  provides 
heavy  penalties  in  cases  of  fraud,  deterioration,  embez- 
zlement, or  intentional  waste  of  goods.

Importers  of  coffee  may,  in  the  presence  of  the  proper 
officer,  separate  damaged  and  inferior  coffee  from  the 
rest,  and  mark  every  bag  or  cask  of  good  coffee  with  the 
word  ''sound,"  in  black  paint,  and  upon  the  damaged 
coffee,  the  words  "for  exportation "  No  damaged  cof- 
fee shall  be  delivered  out  of  the  warehouse  but  for  export- 
ation, and  in  packages  of  not  less  than  100  lbs.  nett 
weight  avoirdupois,  except  by  special  license. 

The  proprietors  or  consignees  of  pepper,  may,  in  the 
presence  of  a  proper  officer,  separate  all  dirt,  stones, 
trash,  and  dust,  that  may  be  mixed  therewith.  And  the 
Commissioners  of  Excise  shall  cause  the  weight  of  the 
said  dirt,  &c.  to  be  deducted  from  the  amount  of  pepper 
chargeable  with  duty,  and  order  the  same  to  be  forthwith 
destroyed. 

No  foreign  watch  or  clock  shall  be  warehoused,  having 
any  mark  or  stamp  upon  the  cases  thereof,  similar  to  any 
legal  British  assay  marks;  nor  yet  with  the  word  "  Lon- 
don" on  the  face,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  the  name  of  any 
other  town  or  place  in  the  United  Kingdom  upon  it;  nor 
yet  in  an  incomplete  state  of  manufacture,  under  pain  of 
forfeiture. 

The  proprietors  of  goods  secured  in  warehouses  may 
sell  and  transfer  their  property  in  the  same,  without 
removing  the  said  goods;  and  the  right,  obligation,  and 
conditions,  under  which  they  are  warehoused,  shall  pass 
to  the  purchasers,  to  all  intents  and  purposes;  entry  of 
the  said  sale  or  transfer  being  regularly  made  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  by  the  officer  of  revenue,  having 
charge  of  the  said  warehouse.  Nor  shall  any  commission 
of  bankruptcy  against  the  importers  or  proprietors  of 
such  goods,  invalidate  such  sale  or  transfer,  when  regu- 
larly made  according  to  law. 

No  drawback  of  the  duties  of  customs  or  excise  shall 
be  allowed  on  the  exportation  of  any  of  the  goods  of  fo- 
reign manufacture,  mentioned  in  Schedule  B,  (page  280) 
to  any  British  colony  in  America  or  the  "West  Indies. 

Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  alter  or  repeal 
the  laws  in  force  for  the  importation,  exportation,  or 
warehousing  of  corn,  meal,  or  flour. 

No  action  can  be  brought  against  government  for  goods 
destroyed  by  fire  in  any  warehouse  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act;  nor  shall  any  duty  of  customs  or  excise  be 
demanded  for  goods  so  destroyed. 

Silk  manufactures,  formerly  prohibited,  may  not  be 
imported  under  the  provisions  of  the  present  act,  before 
the  5th  July.  18£5.  Nor  may  any  foreign  linens  be  im- 
ported under  this  act,  of  any  time,  without  payment  of 
the  duties  thereon,  at  the  first  entry.    Nor  may  the  ex- 
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portation  of  any  foreign  linens  warehoused  under  this 
act.  be  permitted  without  the  payment  of  the  duties  pay- 
able thereon,  under  any  act  already  in  force. 

Any  action  or  suit  for  any  thing  done  in  pursuance  of 
this  act,  must  be  commenced  within  three  months  next 
after  the  fact  committed,  and  not  afterwards:  and  in  the 
county  where  the  cause  of  complaint  did  arise,  and  not 
elsewhere.

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REGISTERING  OF  VESSELS. 

4  Geo.  IV.  c.  41,  repeals  the  former  laws  relating  to 
registry  of  vessels,  and  enacts,  in  future,  no  ship  or  ves- 
sel of  fifteen  tons  or  upwards,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  British  ships,  until  the  persons  claiming 
property  therein  have  caused  the  same  to  be  registered 
by  the  person  or  persons  authorized  to  make  such  regis- 
try, and  grant  a  certificate  thereof.  Vessels  not  ex- 
ceeding thirty  tons  burthen,  and  employed  solely  in  the 
fisheries  on  the  shores  of  Newfoundland,  Quebec,  Nova 
Scotia,  or  New  Brunswick,  adjacent  to  the  Gulf  of  St. 
Lawrence,  and  on  the  coast  of  Cape  Canso,  are  exempt- 
ed from  this  law. 
Persons  autho-  The  Collector  and  Comptroller  of  his  Majesty's  cus- 
med  to  regis-  ^oms  -m  anv  por^  0f  the  United  Kingdom,  and  in  the  Isle 
of  Man,  and  in  the  Islands  of  Guernsey  and  Jersey,  to- 
gether with  the  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Com- 
mander in  Chief,  of  those  islands,  respectively,  in  respect 
to  ships  or  vessels  to  be  there  registered,  and  the  like 
officers  in  each  of  the  colonies,  plantations,  islands,  and 
territories,  belonging  to  his  Majesty,  in  Asia,  Africa* 
and  America,  and  the  Collector  of  Duties  at  any  port 
,  under  the  government  of  the  East  India  Company,  or 
other  person  appointed  to  execute  this  act,  where  there 
shall  be  no  Collector  or  Comptroller;  and  the  Governor, 
Lieutenant  Governor,  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  Malta, 
Gibraltar,  Heligoland,  and  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope, 
respectively,  for  ships  to  be  registered  at  those  places. 
But  no  ship  or  vessel  can  be  registered  at  the  latter 
places,  but  such  as  are  wholly  of  the  built  of  the  places 
where  they  are  registered;  and  such  are  not  allowed  to 
trade  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  colonies  in 
America. 

Ships  exercising  the  privileges  of  a  British  ship  before 
registry,  are  subject  to  forfeiture*. 

No  ship  can  be  registered  but  such  as  are  wholly  of 
the  built  of  the  United  Kingdom,  or  of  the  places  desig- 
nated in  this  act;  except  such  as  have  been  condemned 
in  a  court  of  admiralty,  as  prize  of  war,  or  for  a  breach 
of  the  laws  made  for  the  suppression  of  the  slave  trade, 
and  which  shall  wholly  belong,  and  continue  to  belong, 
to  British  subjects. 

The  privileges  of  a  British  ship,  duly  registered,  arc 
forfeited,  if  such  ship  undergo  repairs  in  a  foreign 
country,  if  such  repairs  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  shil- 
lings for  every  ton  burthen.  In  case  of  such  repairs,  the 
master  of  the  vessel  is  to  report  the  same,  on  oath,  to  the 
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Collector  and  Comptroller  of  his  Majesty's  customs  at 
the  port  to  which  he  returns. 

If  any  ship  he  deemed  and  declared  to  be  stranded  or 
unseaworthy,  she  shall  be  sold  by  order  of  any  competent 
court,  and  never  he  again  entitled  to  the  privileges  of  a 
British  ship- 
No  British  ship  which  lias  been  captured  by  an  enemy, 
or  sold  to  foreigners,  can  be  again  entitled  to  the  privi- 
leges of  a  British  ship,  unless  it  has  been  recaptured  and 
condemned  in  a  court  of  admiralty  as  prize  of  war. 

Ships  are  to  be  registered  at  tiie  port,  at  or  near  which, 
some  one,  or  more,  of  the  owners  reside,  and  if  there  are 
more  than  two  owners,  then  the  greater  part  of  the  own- 
ers resident  within  twenty  miles  of  such  port,  but  not  in 
any  case  exceeding  three  such  owners,  who  shall  make 
oath,  in  a  form  prescribed,  describing  the  name  of  the 
ship  and  its  present  master;  its  built,  burthen,  &c.  with 
the  names  of  the  other  owners  or  proprietors  thereof,  and 
that  the  said  owners  are  subjects  of  Great  Britain,  and 
have  not  taken  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  any  foreign  state, 
whatever,  or  that  they  have  become  denizens  or  natural- 
ized subjects  of  the  United  Kingdom,  by  letters  patent,  or 
act  of  Parliament,  and  that  no  foreigner,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, hath  any  share  or  interest  in  the  said  ship  or 
vessel. 

The  act  then  prescribes  the  mode  of  ascertaining  the 
tonnage  of  such  vessels,  and  enacts  that  the  tonnage,  so 
ascertained,  shall  ever  after  he  deemed  the  tonnage  of 
the  said  vessel,  unless  some  alteration  be  made  in  its 
form  and  burthen. 

A  certificate  shall  be  given  of  such  registry,  which 
shall  not  be  transferred  to,  or  used  by,  any  other  vessel, 
under  heavy  penalties;  to  secure  which,  the  master  and 
owners  shall  give  their  bonds  at  the  time  of  registry, 
and  a  like  bond  shall  be  required,  whenever  a  new  mas- 
ter is  appointed. 

The  name  of  the  ship  or  vessel,  so  registered,  shall  not 
be  altered,  and  shall  be  painted  on  the  stern  of  the  ves- 
sel, in  letters  not  less  than  four  inches  in  length,  which 
may  not  be  altered,  erased,  obliterated,  or  concealed, 
wilfully,  under  a  penalty  of  100  pounds. 

The  change  of  property  in  such  vessel  or  vessels,  by 
bill  of  sale,  or  the  accession  of  fresh  owners,  shall  be 
certified,  by  indorsement,  on  the  registry  and  certificate, 
or  by  a  registry  de  novo,  as  may  be  preferred. 

The  remainder  of  the  act  consists  of  minor  regulations, 
only  of  local  importance. 
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REGULATIONS  OF  VESSELS  CARRYING 
PASSENGERS. 

The  act  of  4  Geo.  IV.  cap.  84,  repeals  the  former  laws 
on  this  subject,  and  enacts,  that  no  foreign  ship  op  vessel, 
carrying  passengers  from  the  United  Kingdom  to  any 
place  out  of  Europe,  shall  sail  with  more  persons  on 
board,  including  the  master  and  crew,  than  one  (whether 
children  or  adults)  for  every  five  tons  burthen  of  such 
ship  (unless  special  permission  be  given  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  his  Majesty's  customs)  under  the  penalty  of 
fifty  pounds  for  every  person  exceeding  such  proportion. 

The  like  restriction  is  laid  on  British  vessels  carrying 
passengers,  with  the  additional  order  that  no  license  to 
carry  a  greater  proportion  of  passengers,  shall  be  grant- 
ed to  any  vessel  which  has  not  two  decks,  nor  unless  the 
height  between  the  decks  shall  be  five  feet  six  inches  at 
least. 

British  vessels,  carrying  passengers,  must  have  the 
letter  P,  painted  in  white,  at  least  three-  feet  in  length, 
on  their  quarters,  that  they  may,  at  all  times,  he  known 
at  sea:  and  no  such  vessel,  having  fifty  persons  on  hoard, 
shall  be  cleared  out  at  any  port  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
unless  provided  with  a  surgeon,  who  shall  have  passed 
examination  at  one  of  the  medical  colleges  in  Great  Bri- 
tain or  Ireland.  And  the  said  surgeon  shall  be  provided 
with  a  medicine  chest,  well  stored  with  medicines,  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  persons  on  board,  under 
certain  penalties. 

Any  vessel  laden  with  merchandise  for  exportation, 
which  shall  sail  from  the  ports  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
for  anyplace,  out  of  Europe,  and  not  within  the  Straits 
of  Gibraltar,  shall  not  be  allowed  to  take  more  persons, 
including  the  master  and  crew,  than  in  the  proportion  of 
one  adult  person  or  two  children,  under  fourteen  years  of 
age,  or  three  children  under  seven  years  of  age.  for 
every  two  tons  of  such  merchant  ship  or  vessel  remaining 
unladen  with  goods  and  merchandise,  under  the  penalty 
of  fifty  pounds. 

Every  integral  space  below  or  between  decks,  unoccu- 
pied with  goods  or  merchandise,  stores,  provisions, 
water,  or  baggage,  being  six  feet  in  length,  two  feet  six 
inches  in  breadth,  and  five  feet  six  inches  in  height, ,shall 
be  deemed  to  be  equivalent  to  two  tons  of  such  ship,  and 
one  integral  space  shall  he  separately  appointed  as  the 
room  or  birth  for  every  adult  passenger,  or  for  two  chil- 
dren, under  fourteen  years  of  age,  or  three  children,  un- 
der seven  years  of  age.  Or  if  one  bed  be  placed  over 
another,  so  that  each  sleeping  place  shall  not  have  the 
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•whole  height  of  five  feet  six  inches  between  the  decks, 
then  sucli  further  adjoining  space  in  width  shall  be  given 
as  shall  make  the  whole  equal  to  two  such  spaces,  or  four 
tons  for  every  two  births. 

Every  such  British  vessel  shall  bo  provided,  at  the 
time  of  her  departure,  with  good  and  wholesome  water, 
in  quantity  equal  to  afford  an  allowance  of  five  pints  of 
water  daily,  during  the  voyage,  for  every  person  on 
board,  including  the  master  and  crew;  and  such  a  supply 
of  provisions  as  will  afford  for  every  person,  one  pound 
weight  of  bread  or  biscuit,  and  one  pound  of  beef,  or 
three  quarters  of  a  pound  of  pork,  daily;  and,  also,  two 
pounds  weight  of  flour,  and  three  pounds  of  oatmeal,  or 
of  peas,  or  of  pearl  barley,  and  half  a  pound  of  butter, 
weekly.  Any  master  failing  to  give  out  the  allowance  of 
water  and  provisions  here  specified,  if  required,  shall 
forfeit  the  sum  of  ten  pounds  for  each  and  every  such 
neglect. 

If,  after  any  British  ship  is  cleared  out,  the  master 
shall  unship  and  reland,  or  permit  to  be  relanded,  any 
water  or  provisions,  (except  the  proportion  allotted  for 
any  passenger  or  passengers  who  may  relinquish  the 
voyage)  he  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  hundred  pounds. 

The  bedding  of  each  passenger  shall  be  aired  by  expo- 
sure on  the  deck,  daily,  when  the  weather  will  permit; 
and  the  vessel  shall  be  fumigated  with  vinegar,  at  least 
twice  every  week,  during  the  voyage,  under  penalty  of 
twenty  pounds  for  each  neglect. 

A  printed  copy  of  this  act  shall  be  kept  on  board  every 
British  ship  or  vessel  carrying  passengers,  and  the  mas- 
ter is  required  to  produce  it  whenever  requested  by  any 
passenger,  under  penalty  of  twenty  pounds. 

The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  extend 
to  the  ships  or  vessels  of  foreign  states  in  amity  with 
Great  Britain,  and  to  which  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
British  vessels  are  conceded  by  any  convention  of  com- 
merce and  navigation,  during  the  existence  of  such  con- 
vention. 
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IRELAND. 

By  an  act  passed  23d  May,  1823,  4  Geo.  IV.  c.  26, 
various  duties  on  sundry  articles  of  manufacture  in  cot- 
ton, hardware,  glass,  jewelry,  printed  calicoes,  woollen 
goods,  and  clothing,  upon  their  importation  from  Gnat 
Britain  into  Ireland,  or  from  Ireland  into  Great  l»ii- 
tain,  are  either  wholly  or  partially  repealed,  so  as  gra- 
dually to  diminish,  and  wholly  and  finally  to  cease,  on 
the  31st  December,  1829. 

By  an  act  passed  May  30,  1823,  4  Geo.  IV.  c.  30, 
Goods  imported  from  Ireland  into  Great  Britain,  or  from 
Great  Britain  into  Ireland,  are  put  upon  the  same  foot- 
ing, as  to  the  excise  duties,  as  goods  carried  coasr 
from  one  port  to  another  throughout  the  United  King- 
dom. And,  in  such  cases,  as  by  the  existing  laws,  such 
goods  would  be  subject  to  greater,  or  less  duties  of  excise 
in  one  country  than  in  the  other,  they  are  directed  to  be 
so  regulated  on  importation,  that  either  the  excess  only 
shall  in  one  case  be  paid,  or  in  the  other  a  drawback  al- 
lowed, so  as  to  equalize  the  duties  of  excise  on  such  goods 
in  both  countries. 


Duties  and 
drawbacks  on 
goods  in  fo- 
reign vessels 
may  be  regu- 
lated bv  order 
it*  council. 


By  an  act  passed  18th  July,  1823,  4  Geo.  IV.  c  77. 
the  King  is  empowered,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the 
privy  council,  to  authorize  the  importation  or  exportation 
of  merchandise  in  foreign  vessels,  upon  payment  of  the 
like  duties,  and  with  the  allowance  of  the  same  draw- 
backs as  if  the  said  merchandise  bad  been  imported  or 
exported  in  British  vessels;  Provided,  always,  that  proof 
has  been  given,  that,  in  the  country  to  which  such 
sels  belong,  British  goods,  in  British  vessels,  are  (barged 
only  with  the  same  duties,  and  are  allowed  the  same 
drawbacks,  as  if  they  had  been  Imported  or  exported  in 
ships  of  such  country. 

The  King,  in  council,  may  also  levy  additional  duties, 
or  withhold  the  accustomed  drawbacks  on  goods  import- 
ed and  exported  in  foreign  vessels,  whenever  it  shall 
appear  that  higher  duties  arc  imposed,  in  the  countries 
to  which  such  vessels  belong,  on  similar  goods  in  British 
vessels,  than  when  they  are  imported  or  exported  in  the 
vessels  of  such  country:  Provided,  always, the  additional 
or  countervailing  duties,  &c  shall  not  be  greater  than 
the  difference  between  the  duties  imposed  on  the  merchan- 
dise brought  by  British  vessels,  and  those  in  the  ships  of 
the  country. 
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Such  duties  may  be  removed,  by  order  in  council,  or 
again  imposed,  as  the  case  may  require. 

A  copy  of  every  such  order  in  council  shall  be  laid 
before  Parliament  within  thirty  days  after  the  next  meet- 
ing thereof. 

By  an  act  passed  18th  July,  1823,  4  Geo.  IV.  c.  83,  Laws  relating 
it  is  enacted,  that  persons  in  whose  names  goods  shall  be  toc the  Property 

ot  THcrchstnts 

shipped,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  true  owners,  so  far  as  entrUsted  to 
to  entitle  their  consignees  to  a  lien  thereon,  in  respect  factors  or 
to  the  advances  of  money  or  negotiable  securities,  &c.  aSei>ts. 
provided  the  consignees  have  no  notice  that  the  consign- 
ors are  not  the  actual  proprietors  of  such  property. 

Whoever  shall  take  goods,  or  bills  of  lading,  in  depo- 
site,  from  a  consignee,  shall  not  acquire  any  further  right 
than  the  consignee  possessed. 

The  right  of  the  true  owner  shall  follow  his  goods 
while  in  the  hands  of  his  agent,  or  of  his  assignees,  in 
case  of  bankruptcy,  to  recover  them  from  any  person  or 
persons  with  whom  they  may  be,  upon  paying  the  ad- 
vances which  have  been  secured  upon  them.  Provided, 
always,  that  in  case  of  bankruptcy  of  the  factor  or 
agent,  the  owner  of  the  goods  so  pledged  and  redeem- 
ed, shall  be  held  to  have  discharged,  pro  tanto,  the  <Jpbt 
due  by  him  to  the  bankrupt's  estate. 
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TARIFF 

Of  Import,  Export,  and  Transit  Duties,  for  the  Kingdom  of  the  Nether- 
lands, dated  August  17,  1822. 


GENERAL  REGULATIONS. 


ARTICLE  I. 


Goods  enumerated  in  the  tariff  in  cases  where  it  is  not  specified, 
if  the  duties  are  payable  according  to  their  weight,  number,  or  mea- 
sure, shall  pay  an  ad  valorem  duty. 


ARTICLE  II. 

Goods  not  enumerated  in  the  tariff  shall  pay  an  ad  valorem  duty  of 
two  per  cent,  on  importation,  one  per  cent,  on  exportation,  and  one 
per  cent,  on  transit. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  respective  declarations  and  payments  on  all  articles  rated  in 
the  tariff,  according  to  a  specified  number,  measure,  or  weight,  shall 
be  made  on  larger  or  smaller  quantities,  in  proportion  to  the  rates 
therein  indicated,  the  same  as  if  that  proportion  was  affixed  to  each 
article. 

The  duties  shall  be  collected  in  the  same  proportion  on  goods 
which  are  taxed  ad  valorem,  on  a  basis  of  100  francs. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  tare  on  goods  rated  by  weight,  and  for  which  there  is  no  fixed 
tare  in  the  tariff,  shall  be  regulated  as  follows: 

For  all  wooden  casks,  without  distinction,  15  pounds  per  100  lbs. 
gross  weight. 

For  all  packages,  in  leather,  mats,  baskets,  cloth,  and  the  like,, 
eight  pounds  per  100  lbs.  gross  weight. 

ARTICLE   V. 

Declarants,  who  may  be  dissatisfied  with  the  tare  as  regulated  by 
the  tariff,  and  the  preceding  article,  shall  be  at  liberty  to  pay  accord- 
ing to  the  nett  weight  of  the  goods,  which  shall  be  ascertained  at 
their  expense,  by  the  officers. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

Wet  goods,  which,  not  being  liable  to  excise,  are  rated  by  measure, 
and  not  included  in  Article  122  of  the  general  law  for  the  collection 
of  import,  export,  transit,  and  excise  duties,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
following  allowances  for  leakage. 

On  those  from  England,  Embden,  Bremen,  Hamburg,  and  other 
neighboring  places,  known  by  the  name  of  Kleine  Oost;  and  those 
from  France,  by  the  rivers,  six  per  cent. ;  on  those  from  France,  by 
sea,  or  other  countries,  by  the  Rhine  and  the  Waal,  12  per  cent. 

On  those  from  other  places  more  distant,  14  per  cent. 

Lastly,  12  per  cent,  for  whale  oil,  and  six  per  cent,  for  whale  blub- 
ber, without  distinction  of  place  from  whence  they  may  arrive. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

In  case  the  declarant  should  consider  the  deduction  allowed  for 
leakage  insufficient,  he  shall  have  the  privilege  of  paying  the  duty  on 
the  real  quantity,  which  shall  be  ascertained  by  the  officers,  as  pro- 
vided by  Article  5,  with  regard  to  weight. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Goods  of  indigenous  origin,  on  their  re-importation,  after  having 
been  exported,  shall  be  assimilated  to  articles  of  the  same  kind,  of 
foreign  origin,  unless  their  free  re-importation  shall  have  been  per- 
mitted by  the  King,  conformably  to  paragraph  12  article  5,  of  the 
general  law  for  the  collection  of  duties,  &c. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

We  reserve  to  ourselves,  for  particular  cases,  and  when  the  inter- 
ests of  commerce  and  manufactures  may  require  it,  to  subject  to  higher 
duties,  or  to  prohibit  the  importation  of  products  of  industry  coming 
from  countries  where  the  products  of  the  industry  of  the  Netherlands 
may  be  excessively  taxed  or  prohibited. 

These  measures  shall  be  submitted  to  the  States  General  in  the 
course  of  their  first  ordinary  session,  together  with  a  prqjet  of  a  law 
relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE   X. 

To  the  terms  of  the  last  paragraph  of  article  1 1,  of  the  law  of  the 
12th  of  July,  1821,  there  shall  be  restored  a  tenth  of  the  duties  for 
goods  imported  or  exported  in  national  vessels,  unless  the  import- 
ation or  exportation  under  a  flag  specially  nationalized,  be  already 
favored  in  the  general  law  or  tariff.

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TONNAGE  DUTY. 

All  vessels  entering  the  kingdom,  or  leaving  it,  by  sea,  or  by  the 
waters  called  Wadden,  between  the  islands  and  the  coast  of  Fries- 
land  and  province  of  Groninguen,  are  liable  to  tonnage  duty,  ac- 
cording to  their  burthen.  The  ton  is  estimated  at  1,000  pounds,  or 
a  cubic  ell  and  a  half.     The  vessels  are  divided  into  three  classes: 

First  class.  Vessels  belonging  to  subjects  of  the  kingdom,  and 
sailing  under  its  flag.  They  pay  a  duty  of  45  cents  per  ton,  the  first 
time  of  leaving  or  returning,  each  year,  reckoning  from  the  first  Ja- 
nuary to  the  last  December,  and  are  then  exempt  from  the  duty  for 
the  remainder  of  that  year. 

Second  class.  Foreign  vessels  belonging  to  a  country  where  ves- 
sels of  the  Netherlands  are  not  subjected  to  higher  or  other  duties 
than  those  of  its  inhabitants.  They  are  placed  on  the  same  footing 
with  vessels  of  the  first  class. 

Third  class.  All  foreign  vessels  which  do  not  come  under  the  de- 
scription of  those  of  the  second  class.  They  pay  one  florin  five  cents 
per  ton  each  time  of  entering;  but  this  may  be  modified  so  as  to  cor- 
respond with  the  duty  exacted  from  vessels  of  the  Netherlands  in  the 
places  to  which  they  belong. 

Special  contracts  may  be  made  with  the  administration  for  vessels 
of  this  class  which  are  solely  employed  in  carrying  passengers  and 
letters. 

Exemptions  from  Tonnage  Duty. 

First.  Vessels  of  the  Netherlands  employed  in  the  fisheries. 

Second.  Vessels  of  the  Netherlands,  outward  bound,  loaded  solely 
with  turf  or  coal,  and  returning  light:  if  they  return  loaded,  they  are 
subject  to  the  duty. 

Third.  Vessels  compelled  to  put  in  for  orders,  or  in  distress,  or  to 
winter,  without  breaking  bulk,  or  taking  in  loading,  and  intending 
to  sail  again  with  the  cargo  entire:  but  a  partial  and  temporary  un- 
loading to  make  repairs,  or  for  other  legitimate  causes,  or  the  un- 
loading and  sale  of  damaged  goods,  on  paying  the  duties,  may  be  ef- 
fected by  special  permission.  But  this  privilege  is  restricted  to  vessels 
from  countries  where  vessels  of  the  Netherlands  enjoy  the  same 
favor. 

Fourth.  Pilot  vessels,  employed  in  this  way  only. 

All  foreign  vessels,  at  their  first  entry,  must  be  measured  by  offi- 
cers specially  appointed,  who  shall  deliver  to  the  captain  a  certificate, 
which  shall  be  available  for  two  years  only.

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KINGDOM  OF  THE  TWO  SICILIES. 

By  an  Ordinance  of  the  King  of  the  Two  Sicilies,  issued  at  Naples* 
August  11,  1823,  the  following  Regulations  for  Exportation  and 
Importation  were  adopted. 

The  temporary  reductions  on  the  export  duty  on  otl,  until  March 
1824,  are  confirmed. 

From  the  1st  of  March,  1824,  the  duty  on  the  exportation  by  sea, 
of  oil,  and  oil  dregs,  shall  be  as  established  by  the  tariff. 

The  duties  upon  oil,  and  oil  dregs,  exported  by  land,  shall  be 
diminished  from  that  date  to  24  grains  on  the  cask,  containing  10^ 
Neapolitan  rotola. 

National  vessels  on  this  side  the  light  house,  which,  from  the  1st  of 
March,  1824.  shall  load  with  oil  For  foreign  ports,  shall  be  allowed  a 
deduction  of  one-third  on  the  exportation  duty,  or  shall  pay  only  a 
duty  of  28  grains  on  the  cask,  containing  10^  Neapolitan  rotola. 

All  articles,  which,  according  to  the  law  of  June  1st,  1817,  were 
permitted  to  be  imported  from  the  free  ports,  will  be  subject  to  the 
duties  specified  in  Art.  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  &  9,  of  the  tariff",  to  com- 
mence from  the  1st  January,  1824. 

The  special  provisions  of  the  tariff,  as  decreed  in  this  ordinance,  are 

as  follows: 

Art.  1.  All  goods,  the  manufacture  of  wool,  cotton,  hemp,  and 
linen,  including  stockings,  night  caps,  gloves.  &c.  silk  stuffs,  and  all 
other  silk  goods,  hides,  and  skins  dressed,  and  half  dressed,  exported 
from  our  dominions  this  side  the  light  house,  shall  be  duty  free* 

'Art.  2.  All  and  every  article  subject  to  the  weighing  duty,  and  all 
other  manufactured  articles  now  subject  to  the  export  duty  of  two  per 
cent,  ad  valorem,  shall  he  duty  free. 

Art.  3.  The  importation  of  all  coarse  woollen  goods  is  prohibited; 

Art.  4.  Coarse  cloths  are  those  whose  value  is  less  than  24  ducats 
per  cane. 

Coarse  Kerseymeres,  pelisse,  and  all  other  three  quarter  cloths, 
are  those  whose  value  is  less  than  eight  ducats  per  cane. 

Coarse  coatings,  &c.  are  those  whose  value  is  less  than  five  ducats 
per  cane. 

All  other  coarse  woollen  fabrics,  as  serge,  &c.  are  those  whose 
value  is  less  than  three  ducats  per  cane. 

Art.  5.  To  prevent  controversy  as  to  the  quality  of  goods,  and  to 
enforce  the  foregoing  prohibition,  j'll  foreign  cloths  and  other  woven 
goods,  of  every  quality  and  description,  are  rated  at  the  above  prices, 
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and  subject  to  the  following  import  duties,  corresponding  to  thos* 
established  by  the  tariff  now  in  force. 

On  cloths  of  every  quality,  three  ducats  twelve  grains  per  cane, 
corresponding  to  the  duty  of  13  per  cent. 

Pelis  ie,  aitti  other  three-quarter  cloths,  one  ducat  forty-four  grains 
per  cane,  equal  to  18  per  cent. 

Kerseymeres  and  stockinets,  of  wool,  thread,  cotton,  or  silk,  three- 
quarters  wide,  and  one  ducat  four  grains  per  cane,  equal  to  13  per 
cent. 

Similar  goods,  more  than  three-quarters  wide,  shall  be  considered 
as  cloths,  and  subject  to  the  duty  of  three  ducats  twelve  grains  per 
cane. 

Coarse  coatings.  &c.  75  grains  per  cane,  equal  to  15  per  cent. 

Serges,  flannels,  &c.  and  all  other  goods  of  wool,  although  partly 
•f  linen,  cotton,  or  silk,  not  mentioned  in  the  tariff,  of  whatever 
width  or  quality,  45  grains  per  cane,  equal  to  15  per  cent. 

Art.  6.  All  coarse  cotton  goods,  not  enumerated  in  the  tariff,  are 
prohibited. 

Coarse  cotton  goods  are  those  whose  value  is  less  than  three  ducats 
per  cane;  and,  although  partly  of  wool,  linen,  or  silk,  without  regard 
to  the  qualify  or  width,  are  subject  to  a  duty  of  45  grains  per  cane, 
equal  Jftfc^per  cent. 

Oy^p  other  cotton  goods,  not  herein  enumerated,  but  which  here- 
tofore have  paid  duty  by  measurement,  and  not  ad  valorem,  the 
aforesaid  duty  shall  be  exacted. 

Art.  7.  The  duty  on  glass,  formerly  15  and  10  per  cent,  shall  be 
eight  ducats  per  cwt. 

Art.  8.  On  stone  slabs,  of  whatever  size,  or  for  whatever  use,  the 
slnty  shall  remain  as  heretofore,  at  the  rate  of  14  ducats  per  cwt. 

Art.  9.  On  cheese  of  every  quality,  eight  ducats  per  100  lbs. 
Cheese  from  Sicily,  only,  shall  be  exempt,  which  shall  remain  sub- 
ject to  the  duties  now  in  force. 

Art.  10.  On  the  following  dying  materials,  a  diminution  of  duty 
shall  be  granted. 

Campeachy  wood,  although  in  powder,  shall  pay  60  grains  per 
cwt, 

Pernambuco  wood,  one  ducat  50  grains  per  cwt. 

Brazil  wood,  one  ducat  per  cwt.

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RUSSIA. 

In  the  year  182&,  the  Commercial  Code  of  this  empire  underwent  an 
entire  change,  and  a  new  tariff  (which  is  here  faithfully  translated, 
and  reduced  to  the  English  alphabetical  arrangement)  was  pub- 
lished by  the  Government,  accompanied  with  the  following  decree, 
and  custom  house  regulations: 

We,  Alexander  the  First,  by  the  Grace  of  God  Emperor  and 
•Autocrat  of  all  the  Russias,  tyc*  8{c. 

A  thorough  examination  of  the  progress  and  results  of  foreign  com- 
merce, an  examination  by  which  alone  we  can  be  guided  in  the  forma- 
tion of  commercial  laws,  has  demonstrated  the  unlimited  permission 
to  import  all  articles  of  foreign  manufacture,  might,  in  time,  become 
injurious  to  the  progress  of  industry  in  our  states,  and  involve  the 
ruin  of  its  manufactures,  which  have  already  increased  in  numbers, 
but  which  still  require  especial  protection.  Desirous,  on  the  one  hand, 
of  preventing  such  serious  inconveniences:  and,  on  the  other,  of  giving 
to  manufacturing  industry  the  encouragement  which  the  public  wel- 
fare requires,  we  have  thought  necessary  to  appoi  nt  a  committee,  entrust- 
ed with  the  care  of  revising  all  the  regulations  relative  to  the  import- 
ation and  exportation  of  merchandise  by  the  European  part  of  the 
frontiers  of  our  empire;  of  combining  these  regulations  with  the  state 
of  the  national  industry,  and  with  the  existing  laws  on  this  subject  in 
the  other  states  in  Europe,  and  of  preparing  a  plan  for  a  new  tarifF. 

After  having  examined,  with  the  most  minute  attention,  the  said 
plan  of  a  tariff,  and  having  informed  ourselves  of  the  reasons  of 
each  of  the  propositions  it  contains,  we  ordered  it  to  be  submitted  to 
the  Imperial  Council. 

The  Imperial  Council  having  approved  it,  we  now  confirm  the  said 
tariff,  with  all  the  appendices  thereto  belonging,  as  joined  to  these 
presents,  making  them  obligatory  in  all  the  ports,  and  at  all  the  cus- 
tom houses  on  the  European  frontiers  of  our  empire,  and  order  as 
follows: 

ARTICLE    I. 

This  tariff  shall  be  in  force  in  all  the  ports  of  our  empire,  from  the 
31st  day  of  March,  and  at  the  custom  houses  of  the  hind  frontier, 
from  the  day  on  which  it  shall  be  received  there. 

ARTICLE    II. 

The  line  of  custom  houses  on  the  frontier  of  the  empire  on  the  side 
of  the  kingdom  of  Poland,  shall  be  re-established,  ana  the  Russian 
custom  houses,  which  were  established  at  Warsaw,  and  on  the  exte- 
rior frontier  of  the  said  kingdom,  shall  be  abolished. 
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ARTICLE    III. 

Foreign  goods,  of  which  the  importation  into  the  empire  by  the  port 
of  Odessa  is  prohibited,  may,  nevertheless,  be  admitted  there  on  de- 
posite;  but  may  not  be  introduced  for  the  consumption  of  the  town 
and  its  vicinity;  and  until  their  re-exportation  by  sea,  they  shall  re- 
main in  store,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  custom  house  and 
quarantine  officers. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

The  regulations  relative  to  the  exchange  trade  with  the  Circassians 
and  Abasinians,  to  which  regulations  were  attached  a  list  of  the  pro- 
ductions, of  those  countries  whose  introduction  is  permitted  duty  free, 
remain  in  force  without  any  alteration. 

ARTICLE    V. 

Raw  sugar  brought  to  the  port  of  Archangel,  for  the  refiners  of  that 
Government,  and  which,  by  virtue  of  the  ukase  of  the  7th  of  March, 
1820.  were  only  liable  to  a  moiety  of  the  duties  established  by  the 
tariff,  and  which  thus  enjoyed  a  diminution  of  duty  of  50  cop.  in  sil- 
ver, perpoud,  shall  continue  to  pay  50  cop.  in  silver  per  poud  les* 
than  the  duty  imposed  by  the  new  tariff. 

ARTICLE    VI. 

All  the  duties  are  continued  which  were  receivable  at  our  land  and 
sea  frontiers,  by  our  ordonnanee  of  7th  July,  1800,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  quarantine  establishments:  by  ukases  and  special  laws  for  the  be- 
nefit of  the  towns  and  magazines  of  Archangel,  Theodosia,  and  Ta- 
ganrok:  for  the  support  of  light  houses  in  the  sea  of  Azoflf,  and  for 
the  Lycee  Richelieu,  as  well  as  all  other  duties  receivable  under  va- 
rious denominations  from  vessels  in  the  ports  of  the  Baltic.

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All  kinds  of  articles,  stuffs,  and  ornaments,  representing  religious 
figures  or  images,  are  prohibited. 

Goods  not  enumerated  in  the  present  tariff  of  exportation,  shall  not 
be  liable  to  any  export  duty. 

If  foreign  goods,  omitted  in  the  present  tariff  of  entry,  are  import- 
ed, the  custom  house  officers  are  ordered  to  assimilate  them  to  the 
article  most  analagous  to  them  in  kind  and  quality. 

"When  they  shall  have  been  assimilated,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  custom 
house  officers  to  report  thereon,  without  delay,  to  the  Department  of 
Foreign  Commerce,  and  to  send  samples.  They  may  deliver  the  said 
goods  to  their  proprietors,  after  having  collected  the  tariff  duties,  and. 
taken  a  bond  for  the  surplus  duties,  should  the  department  have  ad- 
judged it  necessary. 

The  Department  of  Forcign'Commcrcc,  after  having  examined  the 
samples  sent  to  it,  and  adjudged  that  the  assimilation  lias  been  cor- 
rectly made,  shall  order  the  bonds  to  be  restored  to  the  proprietors. 
In  the  contrary  case,  after  having  determined  the  real  nature  of  the 
goods,  it  shall  order  the  remainder  to  be  packed  up,  or  to  repay  the 
surplus  of  the  duties  provisionally  collected.  In  order  that  collections 
may  for  the  future  be  uniform,  a  circular  of  instructions  shall  be 
transmitted  to  all  the  custom  house  offices. 

The  custom  house  officers  expose  themselves  to  the  severest  re- 
sponsibility, in  cases  of  irregular  assimilation  designedly  made. 

When  amongst  goods  imported,  not  enumerated  in  the  present  ta- 
riff, any  shall  be  found,  which  being  assimilated,  shall  belong  to  the 
class  of  prohibited  goods,  they  shall  be  treated  conformably  to  the 
custom  house  rules,  and  a  report  thereof,  accompanied  with  the  spe- 
cimens, shall  be  transmitted  without  delay,  to  the  Department  of  Fo- 
reign Commerce. 

Travellers  corning  to  Russia  are  exempted  from  paying  duties  for 
the  articles  which  they  have  with  them,  such  as  gold  and  silver 
watches,  snuffboxes,  buckles,  swords,  pistols,  etc.  although  they  may 
have  two  of  each.  But,  if  they  have  three,  or  more,  they  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  tariff. 

Clothes,  linen,  boots,  and  shoes,  etc.  already  worn,  table  furniture 
and  provisions,  in  the  possession  of  persons  arriving  in  Russia,  are 
duty  free. 

The  effects  of  persons  arriving  in  Russia,  which  shall  be  forwarded 
to  them  through  the  land  or  sea  custom  houses,  shall  be  subject  to  the 
tariff.  From  this  liability  are  exempted  clothes,  linen,  and  boots  or 
shoes,  which  are  not  new.  The  custom  house  offices  are  bound  to 
transmit  to  the.  Department  of  Foreign  Commerce  a  very  minute  re- 
port of  the  said  effects,  and  may  not  deliver  them  till  authorized. 

Carriages  in  which  travellers  arrive  in  Russia,  such  as  coaches, 
calashes,  and  other  equipages,  are  not  subjected  to  the  present  tariff. 
If  travellers  coming  to  Russia,  have  made  a  part  of  their  route  by  land, 
and  afterwards  finish  their  journey  by  sea.  then,  their  equipage  hav- 
ing been  actually  used,  shall  be  admitted  duty  free. 
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Trunks,  portmanteaus,  valises,  and  the  like,  belonging  to  travel- 
lers arriving  iu  Russia,  and  containing  their  effects,  shall  be  exempt 
from  duty. 


NOTE. 

It  may  be  useful  in  this  American  Digest  to  state  that 

A  rouble  (Russian)  is  equal  to  84  cents  United  States'  money. 

A  copeck  is  the  lOOdth  part  of  a  rouble. 

A  pood  is  equal  to  36  pounds  Avoirdupois. 

A  berkowitz  is  equal  to  10  poods,  or  360  pounds. 

The  arsheen  is  rather  more  than  28  inches; 

100  arsheens  contain  78  English  yards,  nearly.

GENERAL  RULES 


FOR  THE  EXECUTION  OF  THIS  TARIFF. 

Art.  1.  The  present  tariff,  which  shall  have  the  force  of  law  in 
all  the  custom  houses  and  land  and  maritime  barriers  established  in 
the  Russian  Empire,  excepting  those  which  are  on  the  Asiatic  fron- 
tier, and  for  v*  Inch  there  are  special  tariffs. 

Art.  2.  All  the  custom  houses  and  barriers,  through  which  the 
commerce  of  Europe  is  carried  on,  and  which  formed  four  classes, 
are  now  divided  into  three  classes. 

The  First  Class  comprises  the  custom  houses  of  Entrepot.  They  may 
receive  either  directly  by  sea,  or  re-expedited  from  the  other  custom 
houses  of  entrepot  and  declaration,  all  foreign  goods,  of  which  the 
importation  into  the  empire  is  not  prohibited,  or  permitted  exclu- 
sively at  ports  designated  in  the  tariff. 

The  custom  houses  of  entrepot  shall  be  those  of 

St.  Petersburg  Taganrog 

Archangel  Moscow 

Riga  Wilna 

Odessa  Kroff 

Theodosia  Berdicheff. 

Amongst  the  articles  allowed  to  be  imported  by  the  custom  houses 
of  Entrepot,  it  is  forbidden  to  import  by  that  of  Taganrog,  quaran- 
tine goods,  whose  admission  into  this  port  is  prohibited  by  the  sani- 
tary laws. 
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The  Second  Class  is  composed  of  custom  houses  of  declaration. 

It  is  permitted  to  import  at  these  custom  houses  all  goods,  of  which 
the  importation  into  Russia  is  not  prohibited,  or  restrained  to  ports 
exclusively  designated  in  the  tariff.  But  the  import  duties  can  be 
collected  there  only  on  goods  mentioned  in  the  Table  marked  A,  an- 
nexed to  the  tariff;  all  others  must  be  sent  back  to  the  custom  houses  of 
entrepot. 

The  custom  houses  of  declaration  shall  be  those  of 
Revel  Oustiloujesk 

Liebau  Radziviloff 

Polanguen  Doubossari 

Kowno  Eupatorie 

Brest-Litowski 

To  this  general  rule  on  the  custom  houses  of  declaration,  the  follow- 
ing exceptions  are  made: 

1st.  The  custom  house  of  Revel  may  collect  the  duties  not  only  on 
goods  indicated  in  the  Table  A,  but  also  on  sugar,  raw  silk,  and 
white  cotton  cloths,  proper  for  printing,  so  long  as  the  sugar  refine- 
ries, and  manufactures  of  painted  cloths,  in  imitation  of  those  of  Per- 
sia, shall  exist  in  that  town. 

2d.  In  case  of  vessels  being  compelled  by  the  ice  to  stop  at  Revel  or 
Liebau,  without  being  able  to  proceed  to  their  destination,  the  import 
duties  may  be  collected  at  the  custom  houses  of  these  ports,  on  such 
articles  of  their  cargoes  as  cannot  be  transported  by  land  in  winter, 
to  the  custom  houses  of  entrepot;  as  fresh  fruits,  oysters,  and  other 
things  of  this  kind;  liable  to  be  quickly  spoiled;  as  well  as  drinks 
which  freeze  quickly;  as,  for  example,  grape  wines,  and  porter. 

3d.  The  custom  houses  of  Kowno  and  Brest  Litowski,  may  collect 
the  import  duties,  not  only  on  the  articles  contained  in  Table  A,  but 
also  on  all  those  of  which  the  importation  is  permitted  by  the  land 
frontiers,  when  these  last  shall  be  brought  there  by  the  Niemcn  and 
the  Boug  in  vessels  bound  for  these  two  towns;  but  proof  must  be 
made  at  the  custom  house  by  authentic  documents,  that  the  vessels 
were  really  bound  for  Kowno  or  Brest,  and  further  that  they  were 
loaded  at  the  place  whence  the  goods  were  sent;  for,  in  the  contrary 
case,  the  goods  must  be  sent  back  to  the  custom  house  of  entrepot,  to 
pay  the  duties. 

4th.  The  custom  house  of  Radziviloff  shall  be  permitted  to  collect 
the  duties  on  the  wines  of  Austria  and  Hungary. 

5th.  The  custom  house  at  Doubossari,  shall,  in  like  manner,  be 
permitted  to  collect  the  duties  on  the  wines  of  Moldavia  and  Walla- 
ehia. 

The  Third  Class  includes  all  the  other  custom  houses  and  barriers, 
by  which  only  the  articles  designated  in  Table  A  can  be  imported,, 
the  only  ones  on  which  they  are  permitted  to  collect  the  duties.  It  is 
forbidden  to  receive  there  any  other  species  of  goods,  in  order  to  send 
them  to  the  custom  houses  of  the  first  and  second  class. 
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This  third  class  is  composed  of  the  custom  houses  and  barriers

To  the  general  rule  of  granting  to  the  custom  houses  and  harriers 
of  the  third  class,  the  right  of  collecting  the  duties  designated  in  the 
List  A,  a  restriction  shall  he  made  for  the  harrier  of  Kund,  by  which 
only  salt,  herrings,  and  sea  coal,  are  allowed  to  be  imported. 

The  harrier  of  Kertch  remains  in  the  third  class  till  the  definitive 
organization  of  the  port,  when  it  shall  have  a  custom  house  of  the 
first  class. 

Art.  3.  Goods,  of  which  the  importation  is  exclusively  granted 
by  the  present  tariff  to  the  port  of  St.  Petersburg;  to  that  of  Odessa; 
to  those  of  St.  Petersburg  and  Odessa:  in  fine  to  those  of  St.  Peters- 
burg, Riga,  Archangel,  Odessa,  and  Theodosia,  shall  not  be  admit- 
ted through  any  other  place,  either  for  the  collection  of  duties,  or  to  be 
sent  back  to  the  custom  houses  of  entrepot',  they  may  only  be  received 
in  the  places  where  the  present  tariff  permits  their  importation,  and 
where,  consequently,  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  must  be  paid. 

All  other  goods  not  contained  in  the  Table  A,  of  which  the  import- 
ation is  not  exclusively  granted  to  any  one  port,  may  he  received  in 
all  the  custom  houses  of  the  first  and  second  class,  to  pay  in  the  first 
the  duties,  and  in  the  others  to  be  sent  again  to  the  custom  houses  of 
entrepot 

Art.  4.  The  restriction  with  regard  to  certain  articles,  relative 
to  the  ports  of  the  Black  Sea,  and  the  sea  of  Azoff,  indicates  that  the 
duties  imposed  on  these  goods  by  the  tariff,  are  payable  only  in  these 
ports.  In  case  goods  of  this  kind  should  be  sent  to  other  custom 
houses,  they  shall  be  subjected  to  the  general  rules  of  the  tariff. 

Art.  5,  Russian  goods,  the  exportation  of  which  is  not  prohibited, 
may  leave  the  empire  by  all  the  custom  houses  and  harriers. 

Art.  6.  There  shall  be  two  kinds  of  assessment  of  the  import  and 
export  duties. 
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1.  The  duties  assessed  on  the  weight,  measure,  or  quantity  of  the 
articles. 

2.  Those  established  on  goods  taxed,  ad  valorem,  and  which  shall 
be  collected  conformably  to  the  special  rules  annexed  to  the  pre- 
sent tariff. 

The  duties  shall  be  calculated  in  Russian  silver  money,  but  paid  in 
bank  notes  at  a  certain  rate  which  shall  be  fixed  at  the  end  of  each 
year,  to  serve  as  a  basis  for  their  collection,  the  whole  of  the  year 
following. 

Art.  7.  The  rate  of  the  tare  to  be  deducted  on  liquids  imported, 
and  on  all  Russian  products,  of  whatsoever  kind,  is  invariably  regu- 
lated by  the  two  tables  annexed  to  the  tariff.  There  is  no  invariable 
rate  fixed  for  the  tare  on  dry  goods,  that  table  in  which  some  of  them 
are  indicated,  shall  serve  as  a  guide  for  this  purpose;  but  any  mer- 
chant who  shall  not  be  satisfied  with  the  allowance  fixed  by  this  table, 
shall  have  a  right  to  demand  that  the  real  weight  of  his  goods  be 
ascertained  in  his  presence*  The  real  weight  of  all  other  imported 
dry  goods,  not  specified  in  the  particular  table  abovementioned,  must 
always  be  ascertained. 

Art.  8.  Stuffs  and  tissues  of  cotton,  flax,  silk,  and  wool,  imported 
folded  or  rolled  on  bobbins  or  boards,  shall  be  weighed  with  those 
bobbins  and  boards,  and  pay  the  duties  without  any  tare  being  allow- 
ed for  these  bobbins  or  boards. 
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REPUBLIC  OF  HAYTI. 

The  following  is  a  translation  of  the  Commercial  Law  and  Tariff, 
(in  English  alphabetical  arrangement)  as  published  by  the  Presi- 
dent, 3d  of  April,  1819,  and  which,  it  is  believed,  continues  un- 
altered. 

LAW  RELATIVE  TO  THE  DUTIES  OF  CUSTOMS. 

The  Chamber  of  Representatives  of  the  People,  on  the  proposition 
of  the  Executive  Government,  declares  that  it  is  necessary  to  decree, 
and  it  does  decree  as  follows: 

article  1.  The  tariff  of  average  prices  of  goods  imported  into  the 
free  ports  of  the  Republic,  hereinafter  stated,  shall  serve  as  a  basis 
for  the  direction  of  the  custom  houses,  in  establishing  the  import 
duties  on  goods  coming  from  abroad,  whether  in  national  or  foreign 
vessels,  which  may  arrive  after  the  publication  of  the  present  law. 

Art.  2.  The  duties  on  importation  arc  fixed  at  12  percent  on  the 
amount  of  the  valuation  established  by  this  tariff,  for  merchandise  or 
productions  of  all  countries,  except  those  of  Great  Britain,  imported 
in  English  vessels,  the  import  duties  on  which  shall  be  only  seven  per 
cent,  on  the  tariff. 

Art.  2.  National  vessels  employed  in  foreign  commerce  shall  pay 
only  nine  per  cent,  import  duty,  on  goods  from  every  country,  except 
those  of  English  manufacture,  for  which  the)  shall  pay  only  five  per 
cent.  duty. 

Art.  4.  There  shall  first,  also,  be  levied  a  duty  of  weight  and 
wharfage,  on  all  articles  imported  and  exported,  conformably  to  the 
subjoined  tariff. 

Art.  5.  The  duties  of  consignment,  of  measuring  and  of  gauging, 
shall  be  abolished. 

Art.  6.  Every  foreign  vessel  shall  be  subject  to  a  tonnage  duty 
of  fifty  centimes  per  ton.  This  is  dispensed  with  a  second  time,  it, 
during  the  same  voyage,  the  ship  has  touched  at  one  or  more  ports  of 
the  Republic. 

Foreign  vessels  anchoring  in  a  port  of  the  Republic,  pay  no  ton- 
nage duty,  if  they  have  not  landed  or  shipped  any  goods  or  provi- 
sions.    • 

Art.  7.  The  importation  of  Campcachy  and  Guyaca  woods,  cof- 
fee, cotton  wool,  rum,  brandy,  sugars  raw  and  clayed,  syrup  or  mo- 
lasses, and  ratifia,  is  prohibited.  Contravention  of  this  article,  sub- 
jects the  vessel  to  confiscation  in  which  the  abovementioned  articles 
are  found. 

Art.  8.  The  duties  on  exportation  shall  be  levied  according  to  the 
rates  fixed  by  the  subjoined  tariff. 

Art.  9.  The  exportation  of  side  and  fire  arms,  munitions,  and 
other  articles  of  war,  copper  and  iron,  old  or  new,  is  forbidden. 
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Art.  1 0.  The  directors  of  the  custom  houses  are  responsible  for  all 
errors  committed  in  the  calculation  of  the  import  and  export  duties, 
to  the  prejudice  of  the  Republic. 

Art.  11.  All  merchandise  or  other  articles  subject  to  import  duties; 
all  provisions  or  other  articles  liable  to  export  duties;  which  may  be 
either  landed  or  shipped,  in  contravention  of  the  laws,  shall  be  seized 
and  confiscated  to  the  use  of  the  state.  Every  person  who  shall  in- 
form of  such  contravention,  shall  be  entitled  to  one-fourth  of  the  goods 
confiscated. 

Art.  12.  Foreign  vessels  trading  in  the  ports  of  the  Republic  shall 
i>e  subject  to  the  charges  of  the  Offices,  in  addition  to  the  duties  of  the 
annexed  tariff.  These  charges,  if  paid  in  a  port  where  the  vessel  may- 
have  discharged  or  shipped  part  of  her  cargo,  shall,  nevertheless,  be 
paid  again,  in  any  other  port,  where  she  may  afterwards  land  or  ship 
any  goods. 

Art.  1 3.  The  administrators,  con jointly  with  the  directors  of  the 
customs,  are  accountable  to  the  public  treasury  for  omissions  or  er- 
rors that  may  exist  in  the  books  for  the  receipt  of  the  duties  of  customs. 

Art.  14.  The  administration  of  wharfage  is  abolished;  the  duties 
thereon  shall  form  one  head  in  the  statements  of  the  directors  of  the 
customs,  and  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  public  treasury  with  the  other 
duties  on  foreign  commerce. 

Art.  15.  All  other  articles  or  things  not  mentioned  in  the  present 
tariff,  shall  pay  duties  on  the  invoice  prices,  at  the  rate  fixed  by  ar- 
ticle 2.  And  when  the  directors  of  the  customs  shall  apprehend  that 
the  invoice  prices  are  put  below  the  ordinary  value  of  the  articles, 
with  the  intention  of  diminishing  the  duties  payable  to  the  state,  they 
shall  give  information  thereof  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  await  the 
orders  of  government,  previous  to  calculating  on  these  invoices  the 
duties  accruing  to  the  Republic. 

Art.  16.  Tlie  Secretary  of  State  shall  furnish  instructions  to  the 
administrators  and  directors  of  the  customs,  for  the  strict  execution 
of  the  present  law,  so  far  as  each  is  concerned  in  particular. 

Art.  17.  Haytian  vessels  engaged  in  foreign  commerce  under  the 
national  flag,  pay  no  office  fees  on  their  clearing  out,  because  they 
are  subject  to  patent.  All  clearances  are  made  on  stamped  paper, 
and  at  the  charge  of  those  who  clear  out. 

Art.  18.  The  decree  of  the  President  of  Hayti,  dated  the  1st  instant, 
which  exempts  building  timber  from  all  import  duties  and  wharfage 
for  one  year,  remains  in  force  according  to  its  form  and  tenor. 

Art.  19.  All  laws,  regulations,  and  decrees,  contrary  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  present  law,  are  annulled  and  abrogated. 

Art.  20.  The  present  law  shall  be  sent  to  the  Senate  of  the  Repub- 
lic, for  its  acceptance.

THE  FOLLOWING  REGULATIONS  FOB  THE  COMMERCE  OF  THIS  STATE 
WERE  PUBLISHED  JUNE  30,  1823. 

Supplement  to  the  Regulation  for  Free  Commerce  of  the  year  1813,  and 
the  Dispositions  consequent  thereon, 

ABTICLE    I. 

Every  importation  into  the  State  of  Chili,  either  by  the  sea  ports 
or  the  Cordilleras,  shall  pay,  in  advance,  the  duties  of  foreign  goods, 
whatever  may  he  the  ownership,  nature,  or  origin,  of  the  merchandise. 

ABTICLE   2. 

The  rate  of  duties  that  shall  he  charged  on  importations  and  other 
commercial  property,  shall  he  detailed  in  a  special  tariff. 

ABTICLE   3. 

Merchant  vessels,  in  two  hours  after  coming  to  anchor,  shall  deli-" 
ver  in  duplicate  to  the  Commandant  of  the  Revenue  Guards,  in  what- 
ever language  it  may  be.  a  register,  manifest,  or  abstract  of  the  whole 
of  the  cargo  there  is  on  board;  specifying  her  destination;  delivering, 
at  the  same  time,  the  letters  directed  to  individuals,  in  conformity  to 
order;  the  vessel  remaining  without  any  communication  with  the 
shore  until  this  is  done. 

article  4. 

For  every  hour's  delay  beyond  the  appointed  time  the  Custom 
Houses  shall  demand  of  the  Captain  twenty-live  dollars:  and  two 
hundred,  if  any  vessel  shall  be  guilty  of  a  breach  of  the  order  prohib- 
iting communication. 

ABTICLE    5. 

Within  eight  days,  counting  from  that  of  anchoring,  the  consignee 
of  each  part  of  the  cargo,  shall  present,  in  duplicate,  to  the  Com- 
mandant of  the  Revenue  Guard,  a  brief  of  the  register,  manifest,  or 
abstract,  expressing  in  words  the  number  of  packages,  the  quality 
and  kind  of  goods,  their  weight  and  measure,  which  they  call  for; 
and  with  margins  sufficient  to  affix  their  values,  and  to  cast  up  the 
amount  of  the  duties.  In  no  other  mode  can  they  he  admitted,  under 
the  most  severe  responsibility. 
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ARTICLE   6. 

For  every  day's  delay  in  the  delivery  of  the  documents  mentioned 
in  the  preceding  article,  each  consignee  shall  he  fined  two  hundred 
dollars;  which  shall  he  demanded  by  the  Custom  Houses. 

article  7. 

At  the  time  of  presenting  the  manifest  and  brief,  the  owner  or  con- 
signee shall  designate  such  merchandise  as  is  shipped  in  the  same 
vessel  for  other  places. 

article  8. 

The  discharge  shall  commence  in  the  order  presented  by  the  mani- 
fest in  brief,  and  must  be  concluded  in  eight  days  following  those  per- 
mitted in  Article  5;  excepting,  however,  for  had  weather,  and  holi- 
days; and  if  not  then  done,  the  Captain  shall  land  the  goods  destined 
for  that  port,  and  deposite  them  in  the  Custom  House  stores. 

ARTICLE    9. 

The  vessels  which  retain  merchandise  destined  to  other  places,  may 
remain  in  our  ports  eight  days,  after  the  discharge  of  that  which  was 
entered, 

article  10. 

If  the  term  prescribed  in  the  preceding  article  be  expired,  and  the 
vessel  have  not  weighed  anchor,  she  shall  be  obliged  to  discharge  and 
land  the  goods  at  the  Custom  House  stores;  the  agents  or  consignees 
presenting,  within  six  days,  the  manifest  or  brief,  under  the  penalty 
of  Article  6. 

ARTICLE    11. 

The  Commandant  of  the  Revenue  Guards,  on  the  day  he  receives 
the  manifests  in  full,  and  in  brief,  shall  transmit  one  of  each  descrip- 
tion to  the  Tribunal  of  accounts,  and  another  to  the  Custom  House 
of  Valparaiso,  after  having  countersigned  it  at  the  foot  of  the  docu- 
ment, 

ARTICLE    12. 

The  said  document  being  received  by  the  Officers  of  the  Custom 
House,  they  shall,  the  same  day  and  hour,  act  thereon;  entering  them 
in  the  Register  in  full,  and  passing  them  to  the  Alcalde's  Office,  for 
examination:  and  having  noted  their  measures  in  the  Register,  the 
Alcalde  shall  send  them  to  the  Commandant  of  the  Revenue  Guard 
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for  the  certificate  of  discharge,  leaving  to  the  care  of  the  Custom 
House  Officers,  and  under  their  responsibility,  any  omission  in  the 
discharge  of  their  duties. 

ARTICLE    IS. 

The  Custom  Houses  of  the  State  shall  decide  by  the  said  registers 
and  passes,  without  the  merchant  being  obliged  to  produce  any  thing 
but  a  simple  detail  of  the  number  of  casks,  bales,  or  packages,  &c. 
consigned  to  him,  which  the  Custom  House  shall  certify  in  the  regis- 
ter in  full;  but  the  brief  he  is  to  pass  to  receive  the  visa,  at  the 
time  of  the  report. 

ARTICLE    14. 

Every  sheet  of  Register  of  Bills  of  Lading,  on  which  the  merchant 
requires  the  delivery  of  the  goods,  or  their  exportation;  and,  also,  the 
passes  for  the  interior,  shall  be  on  unstamped  paper;  paying  the  Cus- 
tom House  a  duty  for  the  papers  of  eight  dollars  in  the  first  case,  two 
dollars  in  the  second,  and  four  reals  in  the  third.  All  other  petitions, 
although  on  unstamped  paper,  shall  pay  no  duty. 

article  15. 

The  importer  is  permitted  to  report  at  the  Custom  Houses  in  the 
ports,  or  at  those  of  the  interior. 

article  16. 

All  that  exceeds  what  is  stated  in  the  registers,  abstracts,  or 
manifests  presented,  shall  be  forfeited  according  to  law. 

ARTICLE    17. 

In  order  to  give  every  possible  extension  to  the  commerce  of  foreign 
nations,  every  place  in  Chili  shall,  from  this  day,  be  free  for  general 
warehouses  of  merchandise. 

ARTICLE    18. 

There  shall  be  drawn  up  a  rate  of  duties  on  all  goods  imported  by 
our  authorized  ports;  but  if,  before  the  term  of  payment  is  expired, 
the  merchant  shall  give  them  a  new  destination,  or  follow  them  to 
that  which  they  have  taken,  a  fresh  liquidation  shall  be  made  at  the 
foot  of  the  former,  to  secure  the  duties  lawfully  due. 

ARTICLE    19. 

There  shall  be  no  obstacle  to  delivering  the  goods  to  the  mer- 
chant on  account  of  the  duties  not  being  ascertained;  but  in  every  case 
a  security,  joint  and  separate,  shall  be  required  for  the  payment  of 
the  duties  accruing. 
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ARTICLE    20. 

The  liquidation  of  the  duties  being  ascertained  as  soon  as  possible, 
the  amount  due  shall  be  divided  into  the  terms  allowed  for  payment, 
and  conformably  to  them  the  respective  notes  for  payment  shall  be 
promptly  demanded  of  the  merchant. 

ARTICLE  21. 

The  terms  of  payment  of  import  duties  shall  be  for  native  citizens 
six  months,  and  for  foreigners  four  months;  the  first  being  made 
in  three  payments,  at  3,  5,  and  6  months,  and  the  second  in  equal 
moieties  in  3  and  4  months. 

ARTICLE  22. 

One  month  from  the  date  of  the  notes  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
article,  being  passed;  the  Officers  of  Customs  shall  not  receive  in 
their  stead,  bonds  for  the  whole,  payable  into  the  General  Treasury; 
consequently  they  may  then  be  passed  among  the  merchants  of  the 
place,  as  effective  money. 

ARTICLE   23. 

If,  with  the  bonds  permitted  in  the  preceding  article,  the  whole  of 
one  note  payment  is  not  recovered,  another  note  will  be  required  for 
the  balance  which  is  due. 

article  24. 

Trans-shipments  can  be  done  only  by  boats;  which  must  come 
ashore  to  pass  the  official  inspection,  and  no  other  goods  can  be  so 
permitted,  except  iron,  steel,  copper,  in  bars  or  sheets,  tin,  lead, 
salted  meat,  flour,  pickled  meat,  in  barrels,  rigging,  sails,  pitch, 
caulking,  rosin,  earthen  ware,  timber,  chairs,  and  all  furniture  un- 
packed, boilers,  stills,  iron  pots,  tobacco  in  casks,  or  segars,  salt, 
pit  coal,  anchors,  grapnels,  cables,  chains  for  ships'  moorings,  mill 
stones;  these  goods  being  free  of  warehouse  dues,  but  not  of  transit 
duties. 

article  25. 

The  transit  and  export  duties  on  the  goods  thus  specially  pointed 
out,  shall  be  charged  ad  valorem,  of  the  place,  which  shall  be  esti- 
mated by  the  inspecting  officer. 

article  26. 

The  goods  which  shall  be  entered  at  the  Custom  Houses  of  the  sea 
ports  for  the  interior,  whether  by  the  importers  or  purchasers,  must 
53 
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be  examined  by  the  inspector,  he  choosing  one  in  every  ten  for  this 
purpose,  and  if  any  difference  be  found,  all  shall  be  opened. 

article  27. 

Goods  which,  after  having  paid  the  duties  due  from  foreigners, 
shall  be  taken  from  the  sea  ports,  for  the  interior,  whether  by  the 
importers  or  purchasers,  shall  pay  only  that  on  their  greatest  value 
at  the  place  of  their  destination,  but  if  this  be  less  than  was  estimated, 
there  shall  be  a  corresponding  drawback.  For  this  purpose,  the* 
Custom  Houses  shall  insert  in  the  permit  which  they  grant,  the  value 
appearing  in  the  register. 

ARTICLE  28. 

Goods  which  are  sent  from  the  authorized  ports  into  the  interior, 
the  persons  sending  them  not  showing  that  they  have  paid  the  import 
duties,  shall  be  liable  to  a  demand  of  six  per  cent,  without  this  pre- 
venting their  examination  at  the  Custom  Houses  where  they  are  des- 
tined. 

article  29. 

Goods  introduced  by  our  authorized  ports  to  the  interior,  although 
they  may  have  been  sold  and  resold,  may,  within  the  term  of  one 
year,  dating  from  their  importation,  be  exported  with  new  registers; 
so  that  the  exportation  be  made  in  the  casks,  bales,  or  entire  pack- 
ages, in  which  they  came;  the  register  showing  to  whom  they  be- 
long; and  whence  they  are  intended  to  be  shipped. 

article  SO. 

The  exporter  shall  be  allowed  the  duties  paid  on  their  importation, 
he  being  required  to  pay  those  of  exportation. 

i 

ARTICLE    31. 

In  order  to  ascertain  the  drawback  provided  for  in  the  preceding 
article,  the  inspecting  officer  of  the  customs  shall  examine  all  the 
goods  which  are  about  to  be  exported,  in  presence  of  the  command- 
ant of  the  revenue  guards,  one  of  his  lieutenants  and  two  guards. 
This  being  concluded,  the  commandancy  shall  remain  in  charge  to 
pass  them  on  board,  and  this  being  done,  he  shall  stamp  the  request 
for  drawback  at  the  foot  of  the  clearance,  the  captain  leaving  his 
receipt  in  which  he  binds  himself  to  be  responsible  therefor. 

ARTICLE    32. 

Goods  for  drawback  shall  be  the  last  shipped,  leaving  the  accom- 
plishment of  it  to  the  care  of  the  Commandant  of  the  Revenue  Guards. 
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ARTICLE    33. 

Goods  transported  inland  after  the  examination  of  the  inspecting 
officer,  which  must  be  done  in  presence  of  one  of  the  Officers  of 
Revenue,  shall  be  tied  round  with  a  tape  fastened  with  wax  sealed 
at  its  extremities,  placed  in  such  a  part  of  the  package,  trunk,  cask, 
or  bale,  as  shall  prevent  their  being  opened  without  breaking  it. 

article  34. 

In  passing  the  Cordilleras,  the  Officer  of  the  Revenue  Guards,  by 
his  Lieutenant,  shall  examine  the  tape,  and  if  found  sound,  shall 
transmit  a  certificate  thereof  to  the  Custom  House  whence  the  goods 
come,  in  order  to  proceed  to  the  deduction  of  the  duties  when  the 
drawback  certificate  of  the  Custom  House  where  they  are  bound  shall 
be  presented:  but  if  the  tape  be  not  sound,  the  goods  shall  be  detain- 
ed and  examined  in  presence  of  the  owner. 

article  35. 

The  drawback  provided  for  in  the  preceding  articles,  shall  only  be 
admitted  on  the  importations  which  may  be  made  hereafter. 

article  S6. 

In  all  the  ports  of  the  State,  merchants  may  export  goods,  wrhich 
they  have  brought  therein,  even  though  they  may  not  have  been  legally 
imported:  but  in  that  case  there  shall  be  no  drawback  of  duties,  nor 
shall  any  be  levied  on  their  leaving  the  country. 

ARTICLE    37. 

Goods  introduced  by  land  shall  be  examined  and  banded  by  the 
said  Revenue  Guard,  in  the  way  pointed  out  in  Art.  33,  with  this 
difference  only,  that  the  sealing  need  not  be  so  precise. 

article  38. 

The  goods  free  on  their  importation,  shall  pay  always  duties  on 
exportation,  according  to  their  value. 

article  39. 

If.  on  the  part  of  the  merchant  there  be  a  concealment  of  the  weight 
ordered  in  Art.  5,  making  an  allowance  of  two  per  cent,  on  goods  lia- 
ble to  imbibe  moisture,  the  excess  shall  be  forfeited,  and  in  those  not 
liable  thus,  only  one  per  cent,  shall  be  allowed. 
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ARTICLE    40. 

In  case  of  damage  to  the  goods  which  are  particularly  specified, 
the  deduction  shall  not  be  on  the  rate  of  value,  as  on  other  goods, 
but  merely  an  allowance  of  part  of  their  weight. 

article  41. 

All  sales  of  vessels  shall  be  absolutely  free  of  duty  for  the  period 
of  five  years. 

article  42. 

The  daily  victualling  of  vessols  shall  be  entirely  exempted  from 
duties,  the  Commandant  of  the  Revenue  Guards  and  the  Officers  of 
the  Customs  permitting  no  abuse  of  this;  and  maintain  the  disposi- 
tion on  this  principle  which  permits  transient  persons  to  take  out  with 
them  for  their  expenses  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  dollars,  in  large 
or  small  money. 

article  43. 

The  duties  of  "  Cabezon  de  las  Characas  y  Haciendas  de  Campo," 
the  Shop  Tax,  Tax  on  Grogshops,  Tonnage  Dues,  and  Notaries  of 
the  Revenue  fees,  are  abolished. 

;  article  44. 

The  monopoly  of  tobacco  is  suppressed,  leaving  the  trade  in  that 
article  free. 

article  45. 

There  is  no  longer  any  prohibition  to  imports  or  exports  by  the 
regular  ports. 

article  46. 

If  domestic  goods  exported,  either  coastwise  or  bound  to  a  foreign 
port  have  paid  any  duties  in  the  interior,  the  exporter  shall  recover 
them;  for  in  no  case  shall  merchandise  of  this  kind  be  subject  to  more 
duty  than  is  pointed  out  in  this  tariff. 

ARTICLE   47. 

In  the  case  previously  provided  for,  the  Custom  Houses  respec- 
tively, shall  give  fie  Merchant  a  security  for  those  proofs  of  pay- 
ment he  may  produce,  ami  which  will  be  sent  in  charge  to  the  proper 
authorities,  in  case  it  should  not  be  to  any  of  the  Custom  Houses  of 
the  state. 
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ARTICLE   48. 

Vessels  in  the  coasting  trade  shall  leave  a  bond,  to  show  within  two 
months  the  importation  of  the  goods  into  the  place  of  their  destination; 
and  if  the  term  be  expired,  and  they  have  not  so  shown  it,  the  duties 
shall  be  levied  as  if  the  negotiation  had  been  for  a  foreign  place. 

article  49. 

Port  charges  shall  be  demanded  in  the  proper  Office  of  the  Custom 
Houses,  by  the  certificate  of  the  Commandant  of  the  Revenue  Guards 
given  by  the  intervention  of  his  first  Lieutenant,  on  ascertaining  the 
measurement  of  the  vessel. 

article  50. 

Warehouse  rent  shall  be  likewise  levied  in  the  same  office,  on  the 
respective  manifests  and  proofs  of  weight  and  measure  which  should 
appear  in  the  corresponding  bills  of  lading. 

article  51. 

The  exemption  from  duties  which  may  prejudice  the  actually  ex- 
isting auction  tax,  shall  not  take  effect  until  the  1st  January,  1824; 
but  the  special  impost  on  flour,  w  hich  the  bakers  pay  monthly,  shall 
cease  from  the  1st  of  the  ensuing  July. 

article  52. 

The  orders  requiring  that  national  vessels  shall  be  navigated  by  a 
Chilian  Captain,  and  one-fourth  of  the  crew  natives,  shall  not  be  ob- 
ligatory until  a  year  subsequent  to  its  publication:  this  is  not  intend- 
ed to  annul  the  privileges  which  have  been  designated  for  them. 

article  53. 

Every  act  imposing  duties  on  foreign  importations  shall  not  go  into 
effect  till  40  days  have  expired  for  Peru,  50  for  Guayaquil,  SO  for  the 
United  Provinces,  40  for  Montevideo,  70  for  Rio  Janeiro,  and  90  for 
the  other  American  States;  leaving  for  Europe,  Asia,  and  the  United 
States,  the  six  months  granted  by  the  supreme  decree  (Art.  16)  dated 
30th  September,  1820,  and  inserted  in  the  extraordinary  official  com- 
munication No.  10. 

» 

ARTICLE    54. 

It  being  conformable  to  the  freedom  of  commerce  for  each  one  to 
affix  a  price  to  the  produce,  effects,  and  articles  in  which  he  deals; 
no  authority  shall  be  given  to  elude  these  sacred  duties.  And  in  every 
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case  provided  for  by  the  laws,  to  compel  a  sale,  or  to  decide  these  dis- 
puted prices,  reference  must  be  had  to  the  prices  of  the  place  agreed 
on  by  the  appraisers,  reciprocally  named  for  this  purpose. 

article  55. 

All  laws  and  regulations  which  contravene  the  present  Supplement, 
shall  be  specially  and  generally  abrogated.

Articles  extracted  from  the  Treaty  of  Mliance  Offensive  and  Defensive, 
between  the  Governments  of  Colombia  and  Chili,  concluded  on  the 
Z\st  October,  1822. 

Article  6.  To  secure  and  perpetuate  more  effectually  the  friend- 
ship and  good  understanding  of  the  two  states,  the  suhjects  and  citi- 
zens of  hoth  shall  enjoy  the  right  of  free  ingress  and  egress  into  the 
ports  of  the  two  territories,  and  shall  enjoy  there  all  the  civil  rights 
and  privileges  of  traffic  and  commerce,  and  shall  he  subject  only  to 
those  duties,  imposts,  and  regulations,  to  which  the  subjects  and  citi- 
zens of  each  of  the  contracting  parties  are  liable. 

Art.  7.  In  conformity  to  this,  the  vessels  and  territorial  products 
of  each  of  the  contracting  parties  shall  pay  no  higher  duties  of  im- 
portation, exportation,  anchorage,  or  tonnage,  than  those  which  are 
now  established,  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  by  each  Govern- 
ment in  its  own  ports,  according  to  the  ancient  laws:  that  is  to  say, 
the  vessels  and  products  of  Colombia  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
import  and  export  duties,  in  the  ports  of  the  Government  of  Chili,  as 
they  would  be,  if  Chilian,  and  those  of  the  state  of  Chili,  as  they 
would  be,  if  Colombian,  in  the  ports  of  Colombia. 

The  5th  and  6th  articles  of  a  similar  treaty  between  Colombia  and 
Peru,  concluded  on  the  6th  of  July,  1822,  are  literatim  the  same  with 
the  above.  4 

On  the  2d  of  August,  1823,  the  following  Law  was  promulgated. 

The  Senate  and  Chamber  of  Representatives  of  the  Republic  of  Co- 
lombia, assembled  in  Congress,  considering — 

1st.  That  the  Republic  being  one  and  undivided,  the  duties  of  im- 
portation should  be  uniform  in  the  different  parts  of  Colombia. 

2dly.  That  this  uniformity  must  contribute  powerfully  to  advance 
both  external  and  internal  commerce,  by  simplifying  the  operations 
of  the  respective  Custom  Houses,  and  preventing  those  frauds  and 
diminutions  of  the  public  revenues,  which  have  occasioned  that  con- 
fusion and  diminution  of  revenue  with  which  they  have  been  conducted 
hitherto: 

HAVE  THOUGHT  FIT  TO  DECREE,  AND  DO  DECREE: 

Art.  1.  All  import  duties  known  formerly  under  various  deno- 
minations, shall  be  in  future  consolidated  in  one,  with  the  title  of 
Importation  duty. 
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Art.  2.  For  the  more  ready  exaction  of  these  duties,  all  merchan- 
dize, which  may  be  imported,  is  comprehended  in  the  following 
classes: 

First.  Iron  in  bars,  tin  and  copper  in  sheets,  paper  of  every  de- 
scription, all  sorts  of  medicines,  surgical  instruments,  rope,  pitch, 
tar,  cables,  cordage,  and  anchors. 

Second.  All  description  of  cotton,  woollen,  linen,  hemp,  and  wors- 
ted merchandise,  with  the  exception  of  such  as  shall  be  separately 
named  under  another  head. 

Third.  Umbrellas,  hats  made  of  beaver,  wool,  cotton,  or  silk; 
wax,  or  spermaceti,  either  manufactured  or  in  the  cake;  wine,  vine- 
gar, oil  of  every  description,  gold  or  silver  watches,  lace,  men  and 
women's  saddles,  cards,  all  kind  of  earthen  ware,  from  Europe,  and 
crystal  and  glass,  of  every  description. 

Fourth.  Silks,  and  all  articles  of  silk  that  may  be  the  manufacture 
and  production  of  Europe,  precious  stones  and  jewels,  tanned  leather, 
lace  of  thread  or  silk,  handkerchiefs,  artificial  flowers,  ornamental 
feathers,  looking  glasses,  perfumes,  essences,  and  sweet  scented  wa- 
ters, dry  and  preserved  fruits,  olives,  capers,  and  all  sorts  of  tanned 
leather* 

Fifth.  Heady  made  shoes,  for  men  or  women;  boots;  all  kinds  of 
house  furniture:  dresses  and  clothes  ready  made;  all  goods  and  uten- 
sils of  copper,  brass,  iron,  steel,  and  tin,  grease,  in  a  raw  or  manu- 
factured state,  flour,  salt  meat,  and  every  description  of  foreign  pro- 
visions. 

Art.  3.  The  articles  enumerated  in  the  first  class,  when  coming 
from  the  colonies  in  national  vessels,  shall  pay  fifteen  per  cent,  im- 
portation: and  when  coming  from  Europe,  or  the  United  States,  shall 
pay  seven  and  a  half  per  eent. 

Art.  4.  The  same  articles,  imported  in  foreign  vessels,  and  coming 
from  the  colonies,  shall  pay  twenty  per  cent.;  and  from  Europe  and 
the  United  States,  fifteen  per  cent. 

Art.  5-  The  articles  enumerated  in  the  second  class,  imported  in 
Rational  vessels,  and  coming  from  the  colonies,  shall  pay  seventeen 
and  a  half  per  cent.;  and  from  Europe  and  the  United  States,  ten  per 
cent. 

Art.  6.  The  same  articles  imported  in  foreign  vessels,  and  coming 
from  the  colonies,  shall  pay  twenty-two  and  a  half  per  cent.;  and  from 
Europe  or  the  United  States,  seventeen  and  a  half  per  cent. 

Art.  7.  The  articles  enumerated  in  the  third  class,  imported  in 
national  vessels,  and  coming  from  the  colonies,  shall  pay  twenty  per 
cent.;  and  from  Europe  or  the  United  States,  twelve  and  a  half  per 
cent. 

Art.  8.  The  same  articles  imported  in  foreign  vessels,  and  coming 
from  the  colonics,  shall  pay  twenty-five  per  cent.,  and  from  Europe 
or  the  United  States,  twenty  per  cent. 

Art.  9.  The  articles  enumerated  in  the  fourth  class,  imported  in 
national  vessels,  and  coming  from  the  colonies,  shall  pay  twenty -two 
and  a  half  per  cent.,  and  from  Europe  or  the  United  States,  fifteen  per 
cent. 
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Art.  10.  The  same  articles  imported  in  foreign  vessels,  and  com- 
ing from  the  colonies,  shall  pay  twenty  seven  and  a  half  per  cent.; 
and  from  Europe  or  the  United  States,  fifteen  per  cent. 

Art.  11.  The  articles  enumerated  in  the  fifth  class,  imported  in 
national  vessels,  and  coming  from  the  colonies,  shall  pay  twenty-five 
per  cent.,  and  from  Europe  or  the  United  States,  seventeen  and  a  half 
per  cent. 

Art.  12.  The  same  articles  imported  in  foreign  vessels,  and  coming 
from  the  colonies,  shall  pay  thirty  per  cent.,  and  from  Europe  or  the 
United  States,  twenty -five  per  cent. 

Art.  13.  All  other  kinds  of  merchandise,  and  articles  of  commerce, 
not  comprehended  in  the  foregoing  classes,  shall,  when  imported  in 
national  vessels,  and  coining  from  the  colonies,  pay  twenty-five  per 
cent.,  and  if  in  national  vessels  from  Europe  or  the  United  States, 
they  shall  pay  seventeen  and  a  half  per  cent. 

Art.  14.  All  other  kinds  of  merchandise  and  articles  of  commerce, 
not  comprehended  in  the  foregoing  classes,  shall,  when  imported  in 
foreign  vessels,  and  coming  from  the  colonies,  pay  thirty  per  cent., 
and  when  in  foreign  vessels  from  Europe  or  the  United  States,  they 
shall  pay  twenty-five  per  cent. 

Art.  15.  All  merchandise  and  manufactured  articles,  of  whatsoever 
quality  or  description  they  may  be,  being  the  natural  productions  of  the 
Asiatic  nations,  and  the  European  establishments  in  Asia,  not  de- 
pendent on  the  Spanish  Government,  shall  pay  twelve  percent,  when 
coming  from  the  said  countries  in  national  vessels,  and  twenty-five 
percent,  when  not  coming  direct  from  Asia.  If  brought  direct  from 
Asia  in  foreign  vessels,  they  shall  pay  twenty  per  cent,  and  if  not 
brought  direct  from  Asia,  twenty-five  per  cent. 

Art.  16.  Merchandise  and  articles  the  productions  of  that  part  of 
the  American  continent  which  was  formerly  dependent  on  the  Spanish 
government,  as  may  be  imported  direct  in  national  or  foreign  vessels 
from  those  countries,  shall  enjoy  such  reductions  of  duties  as  is  grant- 
ed to  similar  articles  coming  from  Europe  or  the  United  States;  but 
other  articles  and  merchandise  which  are  not  the  productions  of  the 
said  independent  nations  of  America,  shall  pay,  when  imported  from 
them,  either  in  national  or  foreign  vessels,  the  same  duties  as  if  pro- 
ceeding from  the  colonies,  unless  it  shall  be  provided  otherwise  by 
special  treaties,  both  as  relates  to  those  states  and  the  other  independ- 
ent nations  of  the  earth. 

Art.  17.  The  foregoing  import  duties  shall  be  estimated  on  the 
scale  approved  of  in  Carthagena,  on  the  22d  of  April,  1817,  and  by 
subsequent  enactments,  until  a  revision  thereof  can  be  made. 

Art.  1 8.  This  law  shall  not  have  effect  until  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary of  the  year  1 824. 

Art.  19.  At  the  above  date,  the  law  of  the  25th  of  September,  of 
the  year  11,  will  be  revoked  and  of  no  effect,  as  well  as  the  decree  of 
government  of  the  IS  of  March,  1822,  by  which  it  was  ordained  that, 
the  monopoly  on  cards  should  continue  the  same  as  under  the  Spanish, 
government.

The  Secretary  of  State  has  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  President 
an  Appendix  to  the  Commercial  Laws  of  the  Nations  with  which  the 
United  States  have  intercourse;  prepared  since  the  date  of  the  Report 
from  this  Department  to  the  President,  the  30th  of  January  last,  upon 
the  Resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  dated  the  20th  of  Jan- 
uary, 1 823,  requesting  the  President  to  cause  a  Digest  of  the  Com- 
mercial Regulations  of  foreign  countries,  with  which  the  United  States 
have  intercourse,  to  be  prepared  and  laid  before  that  House.

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SPAIN. 

During  the  recent  unsettled  state  of  this  country,  the  Extraordinary 
Cortes  issued  certain  temporary  regulations  of  commerce,  which 
were  translated  and  prepared  for  this  Digest.  But  the  restoration 
of  the  Royal  Authority,  and  the  consequent  annulling  of  the  late 
acts  of  the  Cortes,  have  rendered  it  necessary  to  revert  to  the  or- 
ganic regulations  and  tariff  adopted  by  the  Cortes  and  the  King, 
and  published  at  Madrid,  October  5,  1820;  including,  likewise,  the 
rectification  of  the  said  tariff,  as  decreed  by  the  Extraordinary 
Cortes  at  Madrid,  December  30,  1821.  Of  which  the  following  is 
the  substance: 

ORGANIC  REGULATIONS,  &c. 

1.  There  shall  be  established  a  general  standard  of  value  in  the 
Custom  Houses  throughout  the  whole  extent  of  the  Spanish  monarchy, 
to  go  into  operation  from  the  1st  January,  1821. 

2.  The  Cortes  shall,  each  year,  rectify  this  standard,  as  circum- 
stances may  require. 

3.  The  form  of  this  general  standard  for  regulating  the  Custom 
Houses,  shall  henceforth  be  conformed  to  the  plan  of  the  special  com- 
mission appointed  for  that  purpose,  by  a  Royal  Order  of  the  1 3th 
April,  1816,  simplified  in  the  following  manner: 

All  goods  shall  be  distributed  into  fifteen  classes,  and  those  be- 
longing to  each  class,  in  alphabetical  order,  under  its  proper  head. 

The  duties  upon  them  shall  be  determined  by  their  number,  weight, 
measure,  and  value,  in  a  fixed  quantity  noted  on  the  right  of  the  list 
of  articles. 

The  regulations  for  importation  and  exportation  shall  be  placed  in 
two  divisions,  and  the  first  of  these  divisions  shall  consist  of  four 
columns;  that  is  to  say,  the  first  shall  express  the  number,  weight,  or 
measure,  by  which  is  to  be  determined  the  duties  of  importation,  ex- 
portation, and  consumption,  without  any  alteration  of  the  unit  esta- 
blished for  its  importation.  The  second  column  shall  express  the 
value  of  each  unit;  the  third,  the  per  rentage  duty;  and  the  fourth, 
the  duty  which  the  fixed  quantity  expressed  in  the  unit  affixed  to 
each  article,  in  the  first  column,  has  to  pay. 

The  second  division  is  of  the  head  of  exportation,  and  shall  consist 
of  three  columns,  in  which,  referring  still  to  the  same  unit,  there  shall 
be  expressed  the  value,  per  centage,  and  fixed  duty,  on  the  exporta- 
tion of  the  same  goods. 

To  the  abovementioned  two  divisions,  shall  be  added  another  for 
consumption  of  national  products  of  the  peninsula,  and  of  the  Spanish 
dominions  in  America  and  Asia,  The  European  goods  shall  have 
three  columns,  expressing  the  value,  per  centage,  and  fixed  duty  on 
each  unit  of  the  article;  and  the  ultra  marine  provinces  shall  have  two 
columns,  expressing  in  the  first,  the  per  centage,  and  in  the  second, 
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the  amount  which  each  unit  has  to  pay,  according  to  the  value  of  na- 
tional products,  established  in  the  eighth  column. 

And  lastly,  there  shall  he  added  a  thirteenth  column,  in  which  shall 
be  expressed  the  amount  of  *the  duty  corresponding  to  the  two  per 
cent,  of  administration,  on  home  commerce;  the  said  two  per  cent, 
being  calculated  on  the  values,  in  the  second  or  eighth  columns,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

4.  One  uniform  duty  shall  be  paid  on  the  importation  or  exporta- 
tion of  goods,  in  foreign  commerce,  excepting  the  discrimination  be- 
tween those  in  national  or  foreign  vessels. 

5.  In  cases  where  importation  or  exportation  is  permitted  under  a 
foreign  flag,  the  same  import  and  export  duties  shall  be  paid,  with 
the  addition  of  one-third  more;  but,  in  cases  where  certain  goods  are 
exempt  from  duty,  they  shall  be  equally  so  whether  belonging  to  fo- 
reigners or  Spaniards. 

Goods  once  subject  to  duty,  whether  of  importation,  exportation, 
consumption,  or  foreign  circulation,  shall  pay  the  same  without  any 
allowance  of  drawback,  from  re-importation,  re-exportation,  or  on 
any  other  account,  excepting  for  the  rectification  of  error  in  the 
amount  of  the  duty. 

7.  Neither  shall  any  premium,  bounty,  or  reduction  of  duty,  be 
granted  with  a  view  of  encouraging  the  importation  or  exportation  of 
any  species  of  goods,  from  motives  of  utility,  security,  or  any  other. 

8.  Relates  to  the  free  transportation  of  goods  inland,  with  cr  with- 
out permits,  as  the  case  may  be. 

9.  The  circulation  of  all  kind  of  merchandise  from  one  port  to 
another,  of  the  Spanish  dominions,  is  only  permitted  to  vessels  under 
the  national  flag,  subject  to  the  regulations  contained  in  the  two  fol- 
lowing articles,  which  apply  to  all  countries  under  the  dominion  of 
Spain. 

10.  National  goods,  circulated  or  exported  coastwise,  shall  be  sub- 
ject, at  the  places  of  exportation,  to  a  duty  of  two  per  cent,  for  the 
charges  of  administration,  and  they  shall  be  free  of  duty  at  the  place 
of  importation,  except  such  goods  as  are  liable  to  the  duty  of  con- 
sumption. 

11.  Foreign  goods,  having  paid  the  import  duties  at  any  one  port 
of  the  peninsula,  may  be  exported  either  coastwise,  or  to  any  foreign 
port,  on  paying  the  two  per  cent,  duty  of  administration:  but  if  ex- 
ported to  any  ultra  marine  port  of  the  Spanish  monarchy,  they  will 
be  subject  to  the  second  import  duty  to  which  foreign  merchandise  is 
liable;  and  the  same  rule  applies  to  foreign  merchandise  exported 
from  <mc  Spanish  colonial  port  to  another,  or  to  any  port  of  the 
peninsula. 

12.  National  vessels  engaged  in  transporting  foreign  imported 
merchandise,  or  national  produce,  from  one  Spanish  port  to  another, 
if  they  have  been  detained  and  paid  any  charges  in  a  foreign  port, 
(although  no  mention  is  made  of  such  detention  in  the  bill  of  health, 
or  muster  of  the  crew,)  shall  pay  in  the  port  of  their  destination  or 
discharge,  all  the  duties  of  importation  and  consumption  on  the  goods 
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set  forth  in  the  bills  of  lading,  even  though  the  permits  and  registers 
may  state  that  the  duties  have  already  been  paid.  They  shall  be  sub- 
ject also  to  the  penalties  for  infraction  of  the  quarantine,  maritime, 
and  revenue  laws. 

13,  14,  15,  16,  17,  18.  These  articles  relate  to  the  removal  of  for- 
eign merchandise,  from  the  ware  houses  and  privileged  ports,  where 
such  goods  may  have  been  deposited,  and  to  the  valuation  of  such 
goods  in  specially  licensed  ports.     They  are  to  us  unimportant. 

19.  Foreign  vessels  shall  be  admitted  into  all  the  ports  of  the  Span- 
ish monarchy,  on  the  same  footing  as  Spanish  vessels  are  admitted 
into  the  foreign  ports  of  the  nations  to  Which  such  vessels  belong. 

20.  A  foreign  vessel  anchoring  in  a  Spanish  port,  without  intention 
to  unload,  bat  merely  to  avoid  or  repair  damages,  or  to  procure  neces- 
sary supplies,  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  as  long  as  may  be  necessary 
for  these  purposes;  and  if  it  be  a  merchant  vessel,  it  shall  be  treated 
in  the  same  manner  as  a  Spanish  vessel  in  like  circumstances  would 
be  treated  in  the  nation  to  which  it  belongs,  paying,  or  not  paying,  in 
perfect  reciprocity,  the  duties  of  tonnage,  anchorage,  and  the  other 
charges  of  transit,  demurrage,  free  intercourse,  and  quarantine. 

21.  Foreign  vessels  of  more  than  eighty  tons  burthen  may  export 
from  ports  of  deposite  of  the  first  class,  foreign  goods  of  lawful  com- 
merce, and  of  the  produce  of  the  country  to  which  such  vessels  he- 
long,  subject  to  the  regulations  concerning  deposited  goods.  And  no 
other  duty  than  the  two  per  cent,  of  deposite  shall  be  paid  on  goods  so 
warehoused  and  re-exported)  in  ports  so  privileged,  except  the  period 
allowed  for  warehousing  be  exceeded,  and  they  he  considered  as  im- 
ported, in  which  case  they  must  pay  the  import  duties. 

22.  In  like  manner,  foreign  vessels,  above  eighty  tons  burthen,  may 
export,  from  ports  specially  licensed  for  this  purpose,  both  foreign  and 
national  goods,  upon  complying  with  the  rules  established  in  the  ge- 
neral tariff. 

23.  Also  foreign  vessels,  of  the  same  burthen,  may  import  provi- 
sions and  raw  materials,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  importation  of  them. 
is  permitted,  by  license,  into  the  ports  of  Spain,  from  foreign  conn-, 
tries,  and  all  other  goods  which  are  not  subject  to  any  other  duty  than 
that  of  administration,  it  being  required  that  the  said  goods  shall  be 
the  produce,  of  the  nation  to  which  the  vessel  belongs,  and  shall  pay  the 
duties  without  the  benefit  of  deposite,  and  shall  carry  the  goods  to  the 
appointed  deposites. 

24.  Relates  to  the  custom  houses  on  the  frontiers,  and  the  regula- 
tions) to  prevent  smuggling  by  land. 

25.  Whatever  is  permitted  or  prohibited  in  any  part  of  the  Spanish 
monarchy,  shall  be  equally  so  in  every  part,  excepting  only  such  mo- 
difications as  may  be  necessary  for  the  general  advantage  of  Spaniards. 

26.  Places  of  deposite.  for  maritime  commerce,  shall  be  establish- 
ed at  such  ports  as  the  Government  may  propose,  and  the  Cortes  ap- 
prove of.  They  shall  be  of  two  classes:  The  first  class  shall  be  for 
the  deposite  of  national  good?,  subject  to  the  duty  of  consumption,  and 
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also  of  foreign  goods:  The  second  class  shall  be  for  the  deposite  of  na- 
tional goods  only,  which  are  subject  to  the  duty  of  consumption. 

The  places  selected  for  this  purpose  must  be  secure  and  well  forti- 
fied, capable  of  defending  shipping,  possessing  custom  houses,  ware- 
houses, and  a  junta  of  commerce,  composed  of  three  individuals,  cho- 
sen by  the  merchants  of  the  place.  Respect  must  also  be  had  to  the 
facilities  for  the  greatest  exportation  of  domestic  produce. 

27.  Relates  to  other  regulations,  respecting  goods  deposited  in  li- 
censed places,  and  belongs  to  the  internal  government. 

28.  Goods  of  any  new  description,  not  recognized  in  the  general 
tariff,  shall  be  subject  to  duties  payable  by  analagous  or  similar  goods. 
The  administrators  of  the  customs  shall  execute  this  law  without  any 
detention  of  the  goods,  and  give  information  respecting  such  transac- 
tions to  the  public  Treasury. 

29.  The  prohibition  of  importation  or  exportation  of  certain  kinds 
of  goods,  in  the  dominions  of  Spain,  shall  he  the  subject  of  a  separate 
article;  and  the  names  of  the  articles  shall  be  placed,  in  alphabetical 
order,  in  the  general  tariff,  that  they  may  be  acted  upon  separately, 
and  rectified  in  each  session  of  the  legislature. 

50.  Ships,  both  national  and  foreign,  shall  be  considered  as  articles 
of  commerce,  and  the  sale  or  purchase  of  them  shall  be  permitted,  pro- 
hibited, or  regulated,  by  the  general  tariff  of  each  year;  and  all  those 
which  belong  to  Spanish  subjects,  shall  become  nationalized. 

31.  Unimportant. 

32.  In  determining  the  amount  of  duty  for  solids  and  liquids,  the 
weights  and  measures  of  Castile  shall  alone  be  employed;  and  as  it 
respects  money,  the  effective  reals  de  vellon,  and  not  the  nominal  or 
imaginary  reals,  shall  be  used. 

33.  The  maximum  of  duties,  on  the  importation  of  foreign  goods, 
shall  be  30  per  cent,  on  the  valuation  of  the  general  tariff,  and  the  min- 
imum for  administration  2  per  cent,  for  their  importation,  re-exporta- 
tion, or  their  coastwise  transit  by  sea,  for  circulation  in  the  interior. 

The  maximum  for  exportation  of  national  goods,  by  a  foreigner, 
shall  be  to  per  cent,  on  the  said  valuation,  and  the  minimum  2  per 
cent.,  either  for  exportation,  or  the  interior  circulation,  by  sea,  fi-om 
one  province  to  another.  The  maximum  on  national  goods,  subject 
to  the  duty  of  consumption,  shall  he  15  per  cent,  on  the  valuation, 
without  any  limitation  of  the  minimum;  because  there  are  some  goods 
entirely  free  from  this  duty.

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Decree  concerning  the  prohibition  of  the  importation  of  certain  goods,  Sfc. 

1.  The  prohibition  of  the  importation  of  foreign  provisions,  which 
has  been  established  by  former  tariffs,  and  by  the  decrees  of  the  Cortes, 
shall  continue  in  force. 

2.  The  following  are  added  to  the  list  of  prohibitions:  buscuits  of 
all  kinds,  rice,  pastry,  pulses,  tares,  raisins,  chesnuts,  figs,  potatoes, 
garden  stuff,  salted  and  smoked  meat,  fat  and  lard,  salted  and  dried 
fish,  and  their  appurtenances,  spirits,  either  from  wine  or  cane,  saffron, 
honey,  and  other  sweets,  from  any  foreign  country.  But,  from  this 
general  prohibition,  shall  be  excepted,  at  present,  butter  and  cheese, 
codfish,  stock-fish,  and  wine,  the  importation  of  which,  from  a  foreign 
port,  shall  be  subject  to  the  maximum  duty  of  30  per  cent. 

3.  The  importation  of  foreign  provisions  into  all  the  Spanish  is- 
lands, shall  be  determined  by  the  local  authorities  thereof,  subject, 
however,  to  the  maximum  duty  of  consumption,  established  by  the 
new  general  tariff. 

4.  Foreign  provisions  shall  not  be  exported  from  islands  where 
they  are  admitted,  to  those  where  they  are  not,  nor  to  the  continents. 

5.  The  former  prohibition  of  foreign  manufactures,  shall  be  main- 
tained in  the  new  tariff. 

6.  In  addition  to  the  prohibitions  of  the  last  tariff,  all  those  manu- 
factures which  were  prohibited  by  former  ones,  such  as  of  wool,  silk, 
and  clay,  sail  cloth,  or  coarse  linen  cloths,  ropes  of  hemp  or  sedge, 
all  kinds  of  hats  and  caps,  bar  iron,  ^square,  round,  flat,  of  all  kinds 
and  dimensions,  not  more  than  three-eighths  or  half  a  fourth  square; 
iron  hoops  for  coopering,  iron  manufactured  into  tools,  cooking  and 
other  domestic  utensils,  farrier's  tools,  bolts,  bits,  and  curbs,  nails  of 
all  kinds,  manufactures  of*  brass,  tin,  or  iron,  in  any  vessels  or  re- 
ceptacles for  preserving  liquor  in  cellars,  as  those  articles  have  been 
prohibited  by  the  tariffs  established  for  the  Indies.  Valuable  ma- 
chines and  instruments  of  art  are  to  be  excepted. 

7.  All  shoes  and  clothing,  also  harness  and  saddles  for  horses  and 
carriages,  shall  be  prohibited  without  exception. 

8.  The  introduction  of  foreign  cattle  shall  continue  to  be  prohibited. 

9.  Silk  and  cotton  goods,  coming  directly  from  the  East  Indies,  in 
Spanish  vessels,  may  be  admitted  into  warehouses  of  the  first  class, 
and  introduced  according  to  their  quality  and  quantity,  by  regula- 
tions hereafter  to  be  made  by  the  Cortes,  respecting  this  subject.

2.  At  present,  and  until  Ihe  cultivation  of,  and  commerce  in  cot- 
ton, shall  he  re-established  in  Europe,  and  our  ultramarine  provin- 
ces, the  importation  of  raw  cotton  shall  be  permitted  from  Pernam- 
bucco  and  Asia  Minor,  subject  to  a  duty  of  15  per  cent,  in  Spanish 
vessels,  arid  20  per  cent,  in  foreign  ones:  and  from  foreign  possessions 
in  the  East  Indies,  subject  to  a  duty  of  9  per  cent,  in  Spanish,  and  12 
per  cent,  in  foreign  vessels. 

3.  The  importation  of  raw  cotton,  from  foreign  countries,  into  the 
Phillipine  islands,  shall  be  admitted  or  not.  in  quantity  and  manner, 
as  may  be  determined  by  the  local  authorities,  for  the  purpose  of  ad- 
justing the  cultivation  and  growth  of  cotton  to  the  manufacture  of  it 
in  those  islands. 

4.  Foreign  hides,  leather  tanned,  curried,  or  manufactured,  arc 
excluded,  without  exception. 

5.  Coarse  linens,  and  iron  implements  of  agriculture,  may  be  ad- 
mitted into  the  ultramarine  provinces,  by  authority  of  the  local  go- 
vernors, subject  to  suitable  duties,  until  the  manufacture  of  these  ar- 
ticles is  established  therein. 

6.  As  the  importation  of  stock  and  codfish,  from  foreign  nations, 
may  be  prejudicial  to  the  national  fisheries,  so  essential  to  the  reve- 
nue, and  to  the  military  and  naval  force  of  the  state,  and  to  the  funds 
accruing  from  salt,  he.  there  shall  be  imposed,  by  way  of  protection, 
a  duty  of  48  and  74  per  cent,  on  such  fish,  according  as  the  same  is 
imported  in  a  Spanish  or  in  a  foreign  vessel. 

7.  Stock  of  all  kinds,  together  with  other  national  products,  shall 
pay,  on  the  exportation  of  them,  only  the  interior  duties  of  adminis- 
tration, as  established  by  the  fundamental  regulations;  with  the  ex- 
ception, however,  of  merino  sheep,  the  exportation  of  which  is  abso- 
lutely prohibited. 

8.  The  importation  and  circulation  of  foreign  money  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  special  determination  of  the  Cortes;  and,  for  the  purpose  of 
avoiding  the  great  losses  which  Spain  sustains  by  the  peranum  on  the 
transit  of  money  between  the  ultra  marine  provinces  and  the  penin- 
sula, it  is  ordained  that,  henceforth,  the  circulation  of  money  between 
all  parts  of  the  Spanish  monarchy,  shall  be  free,  including,  also, 
the  precious  metals  in  bars,  &c.  subject  only  to  the  regulations  for 
inspection,  and  securities  for  its  transit  by  sea,  or  between  the  limits 
of  the  custom-houses  and  the  contra-registros,  whenever  the  amount 
in  silver  exceeds  one  thousand  reals,  or,  in  gold,  two  thousand. 

9.  The  importation  of  foreign  fans  shall  be  regulated  by  the  fun- 
damental provisions  of  the  new  general  tariff. 

10.  Until  the  Cortes  shall  determine  otherwise,  every  country, 
\vhich,  by  the  constitution,  belongs  to  the  Spanish  monarchy,  shall  be 
held  to  be  a  part  of  the  same,  and  shall  enjoy  all  the  benefits  of  this 
new  tariff.

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DECREE 

Respecting  the  Abolition  of  the  Monopoly  in  Tobacco,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  a  Free  Trade  in  Salt  in  the  Interior, 

Art.  1.  From  the  1st  of  March,  1821,  the  traffic,  commerce,  ma- 
nufacture, and  sale  of  tobacco,  whether  in  leaf,  in  cigars,  papers, 
pajillas,  in  carrots,  pigtail,  rappee,  in  fine  snuff,  in  any  form  best 
suited  for  consumption,  shall  be  free  throughout  the  peninsula,  and  the 
adjacent  islands;  subject  only  to  the  restrictions  imposed  on  other 
goods  of  consumption. 

Art.  2.  The  Commission  of  Finance,  shall  report  to  the  next  Legis- 
lature, for  its  examination  and  instruction,  what  is  required  with  re- 
gard to  the  cultivation  of,  and  free  trade  in  tobacco,  in  the  ultrama- 
rine provinces. 

Art.  3.  Tobacco,  whether  of  the  ultramarine  provinces,  or  of  a 
foreign  country,  of  whatever  form  or  quality  it  may  be,  shall  be  sub- 
ject, from  the  said  1st  of  March,  to  a  duty  of  four  reals  de  vellon  the 
pound,  on  its  importation,  either  by  sea  or  by  the  frontiers. 

Art.  4-  From  the  same  day,  the  interior  traffic  and  commerce  in 
salt  shall  be  free. 

Art.  5.  It  shall  be  sold  at  the  place  of  manufacture  for  20  reals 
vellon  the  fanega.  when  intended  for  the  consumption  of  the  towns; 
and  10  reals  the  fanega,  when  intended  for  the  fisheries. 

Art.  6.  To  prevent  the  salt  intended  for  the  fisheries  being  em- 
ployed for  any  other  purpose,  the  public  treasury  shall  obtain  the  ne- 
cessary information  respecting  the  quantity  which  will  be  required, 
by  means  of  a  register. 

Art.  7.  Private  manufacturers  shall  continue,  as  at  present,  t©  sell 
exclusively  to  the  government,  the  salt  manufactured  by  them,  at  the 
established  prices,  or  at  those  which  may  be  hereafter  established; 
and  manufacturers  established  on  the  coast,  and  having  liberty  to 
sell  to  foreigners,  are  required  to  pay  the  established  duties. 

Art.  8.  The  importation  of  foreign  salt,  and  of  salt  exported  from 
our  ports  by  a  foreigner,  is  absolutely  prohibited  under  the  penalties 
against  the  importation  of  contraband  goods. 

Art.  9.  Notwithstanding  the  liberty  allowed  by  the  preceding  ar- 
ticles, the  restrictions  respecting  salt  and  tobacco  shall  continue  in 
force,  until  a  supply  of  these  articles  can  be  safely  left  to  individual 
interests,  the  public  treasury  being  equally  interested  in  the  produc- 
tion and  consumption  of  tobacco,  shall  concur  with  individuals  in  the 
sale  of  salt,  and  the  purchase,  manufacture,  and  sale  of  tobacco,  in 
the  same  way  as  they  now  do,  without  any  preference,  whether  it  be 
agreed  that  the  sales  and  purchases  shall  be  for  a  higher  or  less 
price. 

Art.  10.  The  public  treasury  shall,  in  the  mean  time,  adopt  the 
necessary  measures  for  the  establishment  of  Depots  of  salt,  at  the  most 
convenient  points,  where  individuals  may  be  provided  with  it,  either 
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for  consumption  or  sale;  if  they  should  prefer  having  recourse  to  the 
public  deposites,  rather  than  those  of  individual  dealers. 

Art.  1 1.  The  same  shall  be  observed  with  regard  to  tobacco,  and 
it  shall  be  supplied  to  towns  of  those  classes  that  are  accustomed  to 
consume  it.  So  that  those  who  prefer  the  public  deposites  to  private 
ones  may  be  accommodated. 

Art.  1 2.  The  price  of  salt  and  tobacco,  sold  on  account  of  the  pub- 
lic treasury,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Government  each  year,  at  the  places 
of  consumption. 

Art.  13.  Illicit  trade  in  tobacco  and  salt  shall  hereafter  be  sub- 
ject to  the  same  penalties  to  which  other  violations  of  the  revenue 
laws  are  liable.

1.  The  various  articles  of  commerce  are  divided  into  fifteen  class- 
es,  under  different  titles.

4.  Merchandise,  the  importation  or  exportation  of  which  is  pro- 
hibited,  is  marked  with  the  letter  P,  in  the  columns  to  which  such 
prohibition  applies;  and  those  which  are  duty  free,  are  left  blank. 

5.  The  duties  are  to  be  calculated  on  the  total  value  of  the  goods, 
at  the  per  centage  marked,  and  not  by  the  figure  in  the  column  of  fix- 
ed quantity,  which  is  only  intended  to  give  an  approximation  to  the 
duty  on  the  unit  dropping  fractions. 

6.  In  the  remote  column,  on  the  right,  only  the  two  per  cent,  of 
administration  is  marked. 

7.  Goods,  whether  national  or  foreign,  that  have  paid  the  duties 
of  importation,  exportation,  or  consumption,  are  exempt  from  the 
duty  of  administration,  as  only  those  things  which  are  exempted  from 
the  former  are  subject  to  the  latter.  In  like  manner,  goods  paying 
import  duty,  are  exempt  from  the  duty  of  consumption,  and  vice  ver- 
sa. Nevertheless,  in  the  cases  mentioned  in  the  10th  and  11th  arti- 
cles of  "  Organic  Regulations,"  &c.  the  duty  of  administration  is 
marked,  because,  whatever  the  goods  may  be,  if  they  are  not  subject 
to  import  or  export  duties,  they  are  to  those  of  administration. 

8.  Allowance  shall  be  made  for  the  tare  of  goods  paying  duty,  as 
now  prevails,  until  otherwise  determined. 

9.  The  exterior  envelope  of  linens  and  other  fine  goods,  shall  alone 
be  exempt  from  duty,  but  the  interior  envelopes  shall  be  subject  to 
duty,  according  to  their  estimated  value.

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DECREE 

Concerning  the  Commerce  between  the  Philippine  Islands,  aud  the  Ame- 
rican ports  on  the  South  Sea. 

Ferdinand,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  and  the  constitution  of  the  Spanish 
monarchy,  &c.  &c.  has  decreed — 

Article  1.  The  concession  of  the  Government  in  favor  of  the  com- 
merce between  the  Philippine  Islands,  and  the  ports  of  America  in  the 
South  Sea,  on  the  10th  January,  1820.  shall  continue  in  force,  as 
to  the  national  and  foreign  goods  thereby  permitted;  and  all  Span- 
ish vessels,  without  distinction,  may  partake  in  that  commerce. 

Art.  2.  All  produce,  or  manufactured  goods,  of  the  Philippine 
Islands,  shall  be  considered  as  national,  and  admitted  into  the  licensed 
Spanish  ports  in  Europe.  America,  and  Africa,  provided  they  have 
registers  certifying  that  they  are  such  productions,  and  in  a  national 
vessel. 

Art.  3.  Moreover,  all  national  vessels  may  carry  on  a  direct  com- 
merce, from  any  Spanish  port  in  Europe  and  America,  by  way  of  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope,  with  foreign  ports  in  the  East  Indies  and  China, 
and  carry  therefrom  into  the  Spanish  ports  in  America  or  Europe, 
the  following  articles,  viz:  cinnamon,  pearls,  diamonds,  ivory,  tor- 
toise shell,  tea,  China  ware;  manufactures  of  wood,  ivory,  shell,  mother 
of  pearl,  and  fillagree;  ink,  boxes  of  pictures,  fans,  sugar,  refined  or 
candied;  or  manufactures  of  cotton,  silk,  and  herbs,  spun  cotton  of 
number  60  or  more,  or  when  not  less  than  70  hanks  in  the  pound; 
muslins,  plain,  striped,  and  worked;  napkins,  of  cambric,  of  all  kind's, 
and  cambrics,  plain,  striped,  and  worked,  with  point  lace,  cash  mi  re 
shawls,  nankeens,  serampores,  of  M  yard  or  more;  manufactures  of 
silk  crape  or  hair,  printed  or  stamped,  and  counterpanes,  with  silk 
borders. 

Art.  4.  The  import  duty  on  the  said  goods,  shall  be  regulated  in 
the  general  tariff,  &c. 

Art.  5.  The  provision  of  the  12th  article  of  the  organic  regula- 
tions of  the  general  tariff,  shall  be  observed  in  the  trade  permitted  by 
the  present  decree. 

Art.  6.  That  this  concession  may  not  prove  detrimental  to  national 
agriculture  and  industry,  as  might  be  the  case  from  cargoes  by  way 
of  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  consisting  of  goods,  not  the  product  of  the 
Philippine  Islands,  no  vessel  shall  be  permitted  to  carry  from  Asia 
to  Spanish  ports  in  Europe  or  America,  by  way  of  the  Cape  of  Good 
Hope,  the  goods  abovementioned  to  a  greater  amount  than  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be  stated  in  the  registers,  and  the  rest 
of  the  cargo  shall  be  made  up  of  sur.h  foreign  productions  of  Asia,  as 
are  allowed  to  be  free  by  the  general  tariff.
